1900 - 1901. 


Ry reauest of the Station, this year each deoartnent is 
reoorted oon by those who have soesial charge of the work, 

The fvangelistic work has been carried forward with fidelity 
and with a 9001 degres of encouragement. 

The First Evangelical Shurch of Sonstantinoolse, still wor- 
Shioping in the Dutch Chanel in Pera, has been strengthened and encouraged 
by the oreaching of Professor Hazgooos Jejizian. The younger members of 
the church and congregation have cone forward to assist in the worship 
and administration. The gifts for religious and nenevolent objects have 
amounted to 132.40 Turkish liras (%522), showing a handsome increase, The 
consresation has decided to so forward with the erection of a church on 
the site purchased by them longs years ago near the chanel of the German 
enbassy, andi an application for oermission to build has been made, This 
church now numbers 144 nembders, but nany of the nembers, residing in Stam 
op0ul and Scutari, worshio in the chanels which are acar to their homes, 
As in former years, many Gregorian Armenians attend the services in Pera, 
and thus the Gospel seei is-borne, week by week, beyond the Protestant 
community. The time is surely coming when this church, strengthened by 
years of trial and waiting, and at lensth gathering for worshin, Sunday 
Sehool and Social services in a suitable edifice of their own,shall dear 
witness in a n0re worthy and satisfactory way to the glorious gospel 
of the blessed Goi, 

Resvecting the Lansa Church, the oastor, Rev. Arakel Bedisian, 
as follows: 

The hanga Church is the most imoortant element of the evan- 
Sclieal forces of Stamboul. It has thrown out its root in the center of 
Armenian influence, where most of the Acnenians, esoecially those of a 
religious bent, reside, and from a soiritual standooint it has a most hope- 
ful and oromising field. This church nas in its nenbdershio 4 very con- 
siderable aunber of sincere and fervent Christians, who maintain its 
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soiritual life and constitute its strength. Hardly a vestige of its 
sad past remains,and the community is veaceloving and of good intent. 
[t cherishes confidence and sympathy towards its minister, and on the 


occasion of the election of the new church Sommittee a nost excellent 
soirit was shown. We have a body of youth of both sexes,says the oas- 
tor,of whom we can say that without excention they have keot themselves 
ungsootted fron the world. These are the great joy of the pastor, and the 
strony pillars of the church. This fact is worthy of special nention, 
because here in the Savital there are nore temotations for youth than 

in the provinces. [In short, there is not a single member of the banga 
community who is known as vicious, immoral, given to drink or to gambling. 
This comunity has shown its love for the Gosvel by its deeds. Many 

of its members were scattered abroad by reason of the sad events of a 
few years 290,and at oresent it has very few nen of neans, but during the 
oast year it has contributed for religious ourooses seven Turkish oounds 
4 nonth, besijes nany charitable gifts. for the second tine in the win— 
ter the church has naintaineld a secon] service in the Bible House chapel, 
ani though the olace is somewhat distant and the time unsuitable, the 
entire consresation, with slisht exceotion, has been regular in attendance, 
Through this service the ovoortunity has been afforded to preach the 
Jospel to 2 considerable body of Gregorian young nen, the majority of 
ahom delons to the educated class. The vastor and the newly organized 
churen Committee oray wait that this year a rain of spiritual bless-— 
ing may be noured uoon the comnunity,and that God’s power nay be nani< 
fest. As is well known, the lack of a church edifice not only roos the 
shurch of many soiritual dlessings, but also hinders the preaching of 
Christ to nany outsiders who ace ready to listen. This is the Church’s 
daily sorrow,and at oresent no hoos aooears. Through the absence of a 
fold, not only this little flock, but also the Sheoherd of the flock,is 
hurt. Clearly the oresent oitiable structure is not only unworthy of 
the Yagter, but is a disgrace to the Protestant cause in the Capital. 

May God pity us,and for His %ingdon’s sake awaken the ainds and hearts 
of those able to helo us. 


The 
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The Turkish service in the Bible House chapel has been con- 
tinued with some increase of attendants, and,in the absence of a regular 


oreacher, the pulpit has been supolied,in turn by Drs Herrick and Greene 
and Messrs Chorigian and Xoundrajian. The congregation has been auch 
indebted to ¥rs Marden for olayins the organ and organizing the choir... 
The gifts of the congresation amounted to 20.33 Turkish liras, 
The disanovearance from the city,since the events of 1895 and 1896,of the 
great mass of Turkish speaking Armenians has seriously affected this 
service, but the lack has been made uo in part by Turkish speaking Greeks. 


We wait with great desire for the time when,with the assis—- 
tance of the Bible House Trustees, an able oreacher may be found to take 
charge of this service. 

The attendance on the Sabbath aorning service in the Scutari 
chapel also has considerably inereased,and here, too,in the absence of 
a recular oresacner, the ouloit 4as been suoolied in turn, by Drs Barnum 
and Greene and YVessrs Asadourian and Xoundrajian. Harmony has vrevailed 
and brotherly love increased in this congregation. Under the leadersfio 
of a wise and devoted conmittes, chosen oy the consregation, the chanel 
has been reozired, a subseriotion of sone fifteen vounds for Gospel our-— 

secured, orovision nas been made for the noor,and 2 very 

S ssiul orimary school of sone thirty ouoils has been organized, 
The congregation faels deeoly indebted to the devoted teacher, Yiss fu- 
muloyan,and to “¥e.Xoundrajian, the care-taker. A well-attended Sabbath 
School and weekly pravyer-meetins and a snecial meeting for women have 
heen maintained. In all this work “rs Troworidgse and Wiss [Isabella 
Troworidge have had an efficient oart,and the congregation deeoly re- 
srets their orospective deoarture. Not for years have we been so en- 
couraged, as at oresent,in regard to the work in Scutari. 

In regard to the work in Hasskeuy the Rev.Avedis Asadourian 
writes as follows:- 

It is well: known that at the time of the awful event of 
August 1896 Hasskeuy suffered nore severely than any other quarter of 
the city. The majority of the surviving Armenian: families were scat- 
tered abroai,and the small remnant of the Protestant Community disap- 
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neared entirely. Hence,since the event, the work, carried on both by © 
oreaching and visitation and by rendering aid to the poor, has been ea- 
tirsly a missionary work. The chapel, erected after the Crimean war 
with funds furnished by Dr.Hamlin and Yr.Sarkis Yinasian,- the one beau- 
tiful Protestant house of worshio in the Capital-has made this mission- 
ary work vossible. At the Sabbath service there has been a regular at- 
tendanee of fron 100 to 120,all of whon, save thres, belong to the Gre- 
sorian Community. Greeks, Jews and Yohanmedans occasionally attend the 
service. Sometimes,when such visitors are present, the vreacher drops 
the Armenian, and sosaks in the Turkish language. Every Wednesday there 
1s a Special nesting, sensrally well attended, for women, 

"or two years after the event of 1895,4 school was maintained 
under the care of Miss Gleason, largely for the orphaned children, but 
with her deoarture the neans for maintaining such a school disapoeared. 
In this ouarter, however, there is a wide field for sowing the Josoel seed. 
Rverv house is ooen to the Gosnel orsacher,and all hearts are ready to 
hear tne word of life and salvation. 

In 2 comaunity where so many adult males were slain and where 
411 Armenian houses, with searely an exception, were olundered, the sur- 
vivors seen dooned to perostual destitution and distress. Hence the 
preacher has been called uoon to ainister,so far as vossible, to the na- 
terial,as well as to the sniritual, relief of the veoole. 

| Besides the care of the work in Yasskeuy Vr.Asadourian has 
given not a little time to the vastoral visitation of the scattered fa- 
nilies 2onnected with the First Rvangelical Church. Sowing the good 
seed peside all waters, he waits with oraver for the Divine blessing. 

The Turkish gervice in the Kounm Xaoou Coffee House has had an 
average attendance of about 39. A considerable vart of these attendants 
are non-Protestants, who do not elsewhere hear the Gospel oreaching. Dr. 
Sresne has conducted this service ongse or twice a month,and in his ab+ 
ganee Rev.Stenvan Ghorisgian has suoplied the ouloit. By the regularity 
of their attendance and the earnestness of their attention the persons 
who frequent this service ensourage the hooe that the seed here sown 
is not sown in vain. 

Mr. Chorigian’s time is largely devoted to visitations and 
to the 
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to the Sunday School and week-day meetings in Gedik Pasha. The work in 
this quarter is reported by “Mrs Marden 


Mr.Xounirajian has given himself? to visitation and preaching 
anon? the Armenian laborers who have come to the Canital fron the Eastern 
orovinces, These oersons who formerly numbered thousands are now compa- 
ratively few,and are found orincioally in the valley of Kassim Pasha. 
Anons them there are 71 Protestants, but there are hundreds who are not only 
destitute in a materal sense but are hungry for the consolations of the 
Gospel. For such there is a weekly religious service in a han at Papag 
Keooru, with a sood attendance. For the relief of the sick and the utterly 
destitute among this class of osonle “r.Xoundragian has received from the 
Hvanselical congregation of Pera and from other local sources 7381 pias- 
ters. 

Residing at oresent in Seutari, ¥r.Xoundragian has been of 
great service to the evangelical conmunity in that ouarter,serving on the 
church connittee, conducting the weekly orayer-necting, giving a Turkish 
lesson twice a week to the children of the school, and in various other way Sd 

In the village of Royaji Xeuy a Sabbath evening service has 
been maintained by Mr. Asadourian and Dr. Aerrick,with an average attentance 
of 30,and a Sunday School, started in the early oart of the oresent year, 
with a like number of attenliants, male uo mostly of the pvuvils of the inde- 
oenient weekeday school of “rs Shushan Der Sahagian, has deen doings a good 
work. The frienis who attend the Sabbath evening service have contributed 
twelve Turkish liras to assist the week-day school. 

Qving to the loss within 2 few years of two able native porea- 
chers, it would be auite imoossible to maintain the above mentinoed nine 
Sunday services in Armenian and Turkish, were it not that DrsBarnua and 
Herrick, in addition to their week-day literary Labors, render assistance 
on the Sadbath. 

The Rev.Stavros Mixhailides renoorts that the Svangelical 
Greek church has nad a hanov and orososrous year. 

the assistance of Yr. Demetrakoooulos three regular Sab- 
bath services in Sreek, nanely one, each at Pera, at the Bible Honse,and at 
Kou Kaoou, have een maintained, ani with larger audiences than on pre- 
vious years. Weekly orayer-mectings and a special neeting for women have 

been 
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been held in Pera and Stamboul. There have also been regular Bible 
lessons at KoumKapou Rest and in Pera. Visits for spiritual conference 
and orayer have been frequently made in the work shops and houses of the 
Greek brethern and their families. Ry the helo of the Lord the brethern 
and sisters have stood well in their faith and have grown in grace. They 
nave been prompt in attendins the religious services, have been ready to 
listen to advices, have had oeace and love among themselves, and have stood 
firm against the oersistent proselytizing efforts of Sabbatarians and 
others. The number of Sreek communicants is §§ of regular attendants, 
139, and of adherents 150. The gifts of the Greek brethern, the past year, 
were 5 
Besides labors in Constantinonle “%r.Mikhailides visited 
Aicianoole and Sardoghan. In the latter place he preached twelve times 
in ten days,administerei the hord’s Suover aad baptized seven children. 
Ye, Jenasteakoooulos also visited RBanderma and a neignooring village, remain—| 
ins tweaty days aad every day. | 
In Yay 1999 Mr.Theodore Thounaiies, 2 srajuate of Warsovan 
Theological Seminary, was sent to Adrianonle,and labored there with geal 
and fidelity for eleven months. Ye was much beloved and appreciated by 
the few remaining Armenian brethern, but, for reasons beyond his control, 
failei to secure the encouragenent and suoport of the Greeks. Once again 
the great city of Adrianonle is left without an evangelical preacher. | 
Visits have been made during the year to Rodosto and the Dare 
danelles,and large and eager audiences have every visiting prea- 
cher. The Station Jonference has sought, but thus fag sought in vain, to 
secure a faithful ninister, to resile in Rodosto,and occasionally to visit 
Adeianoole and the Dardanelles. In the absence of a resular oreacher in 
Rolosto, fr.Hanoartzoun Xouzoukebabian has led the Sabbath services, wita 
a0 average attendance of 50. With the assistance of a female teacher 
Mr. Xouzoukebabian has also carried on two schools,one for boys and the 
other for girls, with a total attenlance of 34 oupils.

ral We began the half-year with a debt of 1534 piasters, so that the balance on hand on June 30 was 7704 
biasters or 4,70 o 8. . 

Omiting the sums paid for travelling expenses, photographs and Christmas gifts, all of which items 
vere specially provided for in the receipts, we find that each of our 86 orphans cost us 12 shillings and 
pence per month. 

Many of our orphans have mothers, some of whom were widows before the massacres. At that time 
heir houses were looted and the bread-winners killed. Some of these mothers have gone to the bad 
ultogether ; others are trying to earn an honest living; a few have married again. Whenever we see that 
t is possible for a mother or other near relative to contribute ever so little toward the support of a boy we 
nsist on the payment of that little. During the past twelve months we have been able to secure in this 
vay the sum of 143 Turkish liras equal to 130 pounds sterling. This sum together with the contributions 
f native churches, village communities, and individual donors has enabled us to provide for 27 orphans 
rom native sources. We are delighted to see that the institution is so highly appreciated by those whom 
it is serving. | | 
We had a delightful exhibition on June 20, consisting of prize-speaking, recitations, distribution of 
certificates to the eleven boys who had completed their course of study in the Orphanage, and speeches 
from the audience. 

Der Ohannes Muggurian, one of the most honored clergymen in the Armenian Church, was present. 
He was so moved by the sight of the orphans that he was unable to speak when called upon. Instead of 
speaking he slipped a pound into the hand of the chairman and afterwards closed the exhibition with prayer 
and the benediction. | 

Those boys whose mothers or other friends were able to receive them for a short visit were permitted 
to go home for the holidays. About 25 had no place to go and so remain here. 

After another year’s abundant and highly-appreciated labours, Miss Newnham has gone to England for 
a few weeks, where she is reviving and strengthening the interest of friends in the work and is furnishing 
herself in various ways for the vigorous continuance of her work of moulding the characters of these lads 
and making them fit for the part God has for them in the regeneration of the land. 

Of the eleven ‘‘ graduates ” most, having arrived at an age which makes it suitable for them to begin 
earning their own living, will not return to us, though we hope to keep continual watch over their future. 
heir places will be filled by boys selected from the large company of needy ones that have been long 
Waiting their turn. 

As specimens of the waiting ones let Hovsep, Ardashes and Muggerditch, aged respectively 11, 9 and 
5 years, stand fora moment before you. Their village has been twice destroyed by fire during the last 
eight years, and the people are miserably poor. No massacre took place in the village but several of the

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An aged grandfather, no longer able to care for the three fatherless, motherless, homeless lads, led them 
to the door of the ruined and half-restored church and left them ‘‘ to the care of God.” The authorities, 
having no where else to look hopefully, sent a message to me, at the same time promising to order a 
collection in the village for our orphanage. No promise has yet been made to them, but the first collection, 
directed by the priests and the village council, has been taken up. They went with baskets from house to 
house and everybody was eager to give his or her handful of cocoons. The collection netted 2 brooms, 2 
shirts, a water.bottle, and cocoons worth about 7 pounds sterling. And the people said ‘‘ Don’t forget to 
come next year for another collection.”’ 

_Let me not forget to add that, under Miss Newnham’s direction, the orphans made a large portion of 
their Own shoes and clothing, and helped to support one of their number by money earned by cobbling 
shoes, book-binding, re-seating cane-bottom chairs, etc. | 

Thus the spirit of helpfulness both outside the Orphanage and within its walls keeps the hearts of the 
Workers in a glow, and makes all connected with the institution feel that He who said, ‘Go . ... Iam 
with you alway ” is a Master whose service is the one means to enrich life and make it a blessing.

THE SPIRITUAL WORK IN CONSTANTINOPLE AND ITS OUTSTATIONS- 
1901 - 1902. 


During the past year the evangelical services in Turkish, Armenian 
end Creek have been carried on in different quarters of Constantinople as 
usuel. The audiences have been better than at any time since the massa- 
ere of 1898, Gifts for the support of preaching,for the poor and for edu- 
eation have been commendable; the total gifts of the Pera congregation 
having amounted to 700.92; of the Bible House congregation to *72,24; of 
the Seutari congregation to £284,389, and of the Creek congregation to 
$292, GR, 

The Péra congregaiion still waits in hope for the Governmental per- 
mission to erect its church,and the Langa congregation still suffers in 
311 its interests from the lack of a suitable place of worship. We con- 
tinue our ery to God that this prolonged trial of the faith and patience 
of these two congregations nay ere long have a happy end, | 

The evangelical ministry met with a great loss on April 11 in the 
death of Rev. Avedis Asadourian. Born in 1842, he studied at Aintab and in 
1844 came as a teacher to Narsovan. After seme ten years’service there, 
he came to Constantinople and was for many years pastor of the Langa church: 
then oreached at Scutari and finally,for some ten years, preached at Heass- 
kevy. For several years he has also acted as pastor of the First Evangeli- 
cal Armenian Church of Constantinople,and was the friend a&d servant of 
all in need, Especially on sacramental oecasions,at weddings and at fune- 
tals his spiritual ministrations were highly esteemed. He was a sincere, 
Jevout and humble follower of Christ,of good sense,excellent judgment, pa- 
tient and forbearing,and his loss is deeply deplored by the entire Protes- 
Lant community. Thanks to God for the many years of his faithful service! 

To fill the place,in 3 mweasure,of this beloved fellow-worker the [ 
Station Conference extended an invitation to Rev, Levon Tehorigian, now in 
\nerica,to labor in Constantinople as an evangelist,and we are happy io 
have heard from him that he will come to reenforce our depleted ministry 
28 soon as his present engagements permit. Grateful to God for the prospect 
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of this reenforcenent, the advanced age end the physical weakness of 
some of our remaining preachers give us much concern respecting the 
continuence of the gospel ministry in Constantinople, For many years 
the good seed of the word has been scattered broad cast in this great 
city,and we earnestly pray that the time of refreshing may soon Come, 

The work in our three outstations is in a more favorable condition 
than a year ago. In December last Rev.Aristides VYomjiades began labor 
in Rodosto,and was gladly welcomed by the friends of the Gospel,who had 
been for four years without stated religious services. The attendance 
on the Sabbath services has largely increased,and since this brother, 
himself a Creek, besides ministering to the Armenian Congregation in ti eir 
own language, has established a special service for his own countrymen,a 
goodly nunter of Creeks have also come to hear Gospel preaching. Three 
schools, with 100 pupils, the large majority of whom were from the Armenian 
community,were maintained, and the tuitions largely covered the expense. 

Fhile there has been no regular preacher at Adrianople, three visits 

have been made to that city by preachers from Constantinople, who remained 
nine Sabbaths. God has siven there a group of earnest young Greeks, who 
seem to love the truth from the beart, and are zealous to preach the word 
to their countrymen, Nine new members were added to the church in 1991. 
Tt is most desirable that a suitable preacher be found for this important 
Creek center, 

The Protestant community of the Dardanelles, consisting of 77 souls, 
has also remained without a preacher, but has been visited from Constantino- 
ble. ven without preacher or teacher,the brethren and sisters,to the num- 
ber of 40 on the average, have tiet together on the Sabbath for prayer and 
the study of God’s Word. It is hoped that,ere long,a hopeful young man 
from the place,now studying at Varsovan,will return to the Dardanelles, to 
labor as preacher and teacher. 

To the churches above mentioned there were added,in all,in 1901 
seventeen new members,and the total sum given in the places mentioned for 
the maintenance of worship, for charity and for efucation was $2185. This 
is 
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is a Sum considerably more than that given for native agency by the 
Roard. 

While saddened by the fact that the means at our disposal for 
he prosecution of the evangelical work in this great center of influence 
Mend in our outstations are so inadequate,we are thankful that we are not 
Weeliogether left without signs of spiritual life,and we humbly and ear- 
q estly pray that the set time to favor this part of the Master’s Kingdom 
Weend to pour out abundantly the Holy Spirit upon both foreign and native 
@elaborers may soon come.

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REPORT AND FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


OF THE 


WEST BROUSSA ORPHANAGE 


DEAR FRIENDS, 


As five years have elapsed since the opening of this Institution, I consider it-due to you 
all that I should present to you a statement of what has been accomplished, and lay before you a Balance 
Sheet of Receipts and Expenditures. 


At the outset I wish to remark that the Orphanage continues under the same control as when 
originally organised. With the exception of the fact that the American Board of Missions (A. B.C. F. M., 
Boston) does not assume any financial responsibility, it is on the same basis as any church or school that 
is under the supervision of the missionary in charge. 


The premises occupied, which are beautifully located and commodious, with large balconies and 
spacious grounds, are given for the use of the Orphanage, free of rent, by the American Board of Missions, 
the occupants being responsible only for taxes, insurance and repairs. 


Into these quarters, on January 13th, 1897, thirteen orphan girls were received from Arabkir and 
Erzingian; nine others came in a few weeks from Ak Hissar, also two from Baibourt, and in June of the same 
year thirty more arrived from Arabkir. Three from Constantinople and two each from Baghchejuk and Rodosto 
have also come to us, and thus in a few months the number in attendance reached and even passed fifty, and 
this number has been maintained throughout. Moreover, with but two or three exceptions, there has been 
no change in the personnel of the pupils—our efforts, therefore, have not been scattered over a company 
of girls that were constantly changing, but have been concentrated for five years on the same individuals, 
so that plans formed in the beginning of the work have been carried on with but very few interruptions. 
In the providence of God, an opportunity was put in our hands of giving a good common school education 
to these girls, and this opportunity we have improved to the best of our ability. Most of them in the 
beginning did not know how to read, but all soon learned, and were grouped into classes according to age 
and ability, and have advanced step by step to higher grades as fast as they completed the specified studies 
of the next lower grade. One of the girls had enjoyed some advantages before coming to us, and as she 
Was very capable, special facilities were afforded her, so that she has made a thorough revjew of the 
lower branches, and taken a partial course in Algebra and Physical Geography. She is continuing her 
French lessons, and will receive instruction in Astronomy and Botany ; - Ot the same time she is rendering 
valuable service as a pupil teacher. 


As the children are all Armenians, and as it has been no part of our plan to denationalize them, 
we have given them, from the first, teachers of their own nationality; these have all been graduates 
of our Mission High Schools; they have been warm, hearty, capable teachers, in thorough sympathy with 
the enterprise, and anxious to impart to their less fortunate sisters the benefits of a good education, such 
as they themselves had enjoyed. We are, moreover, under very great obligations to the Comités Suisses 
de secours aux Arméniens, who encouraged us to open the Orphanage, and have been its most liberal 
patrons, as will appear from the financial statement accompanying this report. The sum total of con- 
tributions from this source would be greatly augmented if we were to add to it the expenses of the two 
young ladies whom the Committee most kindly sent to our assistance; these ladies, having enjoyed the 
advantages of a thorough training in some of the best schools of Europe, have exerted a marked and 
controlling influence on both the educational and industrial departments of the work, reducing them to a 
system capable of producing the best results. ‘The progress which has been made, and the reputation 
Which the Orphanage has gained, are largely due to their sclf-sacrificing devotion; they have already 
received a vote of thanks from the Western Turkey Mission, and we also make honorable mention of 
their services in this report. In this connection I would mention their names and terms of service. 


Mademoiselle Th. Reineck, of Heldrungen, Germany, came in June, 1897, and is still with us. 


Mademoiselle Emma Richard, of Nurnberg, Germany, arrived in September, 1898, and remained until 
January, 1901. 


Mademoiselle Iréne Reineck came in ait 1900, to assist during the severe illness of Mademoiselle 
Richard, and remained until December, 1901.

Mademoiselle H. Quintal has only just joined the circle, in January, 1902, in time to be mentioned here. 


During all this period, the Rev. D. L. Garabedian and his wife have been what the Germans call 
the House Father and Mother; almost immediately the children began to call them by these names, 
and they love them as though they were in reality their parents. Mr Garabedian is one of our most 
experienced pastors, and his European education, at the Basel Mission, gave him a special fitness for the 
position which he occupies, and for the duties which he discharges so faithfully and acceptably. 


At the Examination in July last three of the First Class made an excellent impression on all 
present, and as they gave promise of future usefulness, we decided, in September, to transfer them to 
the Mission Boarding School for Girls. Here, by theirexemplary conduct, their diligence and their progress, 
they are daily demonstrating that our confidence was well placed, and that our expectations are likely to 
be realized. One of the three is assisting in the Kindergarten department, and is at the same time learning 
the system. Though there has been a change of location, the expenses of these girls will still be met 
from the funds of the Orphanage. 


We have found employment in good families in the city for four of the larger girls, and they are 
highly appreciated for their ability, and for the excellent character they sustain. This has led to a 
number of applications from other parties, but we have decided that the best interests of the other girls 
demand their remaining with us for the present; they are gaining experience themselves, and we can 
be more discriminating and careful in selecting positions for them. 


In the Industrial department, very commendable progress has also been made. Cutting, fitting 
and sewing of garments; knitting after the most approved methods, mending thoroughly and neatly 
of clothing and stockings; the use of the sewing-machine, and of the knitting machine, are all parts of 


the instruction given. The results cannot be expressed adequately on paper; they must be seen to be 
appreciated. 


The care of the house and the cooking for the large family all devolve on the girls, and thus, 
under wise guidance, they are becoming accustomed to a line of duties which before long they must assume 
for themselves, and which are so important to the success and comfort of home life. 


Inasmuch as there is so much use of: the French language throughout the Turkish Empire, all the 
girls have been taught it, not at all as an accomplishment, but as a help to them in their future life-work. 
This has required no extra expense, as French is the family language of the young lady assistants from 
Europe; it has been a pleasure to them to teach it, and has had this decided advantage, that the young 
lady workers who came later could begin their duties at once without waiting to acquire the use of 


Armenian. Results have also justified the wisdom of this course, for two of the four girls mentioned 
above are employed in French families. 


The health record of the Institution deserves special mention; to have had fifty girls under our 
care for five years, and in all that time only one severe fever illness, from which in due course there was 
perfect recovery, is something very remarkable, and speaks well for the location, management and diet 
of the Orphanage. This record is not affected, moreover, by the fact that one of the first thirteen died 


within a few days; she was carried in ill with tuberculosis in its last stages, and had the tender sympathy 
of loving friends in the dying hour. 


A case of partial insanity or melancholy, for the treatment of which we were obliged to send one 
of the girls to an asylum, is also a case suz generis ; she was one of the oldest orphans, and her experience 
at the time of the massacre was peculiarly trying. Thoughts of those scenes and of her terrbile loss 
preyed on her mind and disturbed its balance. It is a great satisfaction to us to be able to add that 
she has recovered, and is with us, in excellent physical health, but naturally with rather a weak mind. 


The only other illness we have to mention is a case of slight curvature of the spine. This was 
taken in hand promptly, and very marked improvement resulted from careful attention to rest and 


persistent lying still; during the winter the girl was able to return to her village, and she is reported 
to us as well. 


Such in brief is the report we have to present to you of our five years’ work; from it you will see 


that substantial progress has been made, and a number of the girls already fitted to begin the battle for 
self-support, so far certainly successfully. 


What of the future? Most of the pledges made at the outset were for five years, which have now 
elapsed; some of our patrons have died, and the circumstances of others do not warrant them in continuing 
the contributions; but the children are with us—they are God’s poor, and they still need our care. The 


Swiss friends encourage us to continue; they show no sign of forsaking children which have become like 


their very own to them. The average cost per pupil has slightly increased with the diminution of the 
number, but again the Swiss Committee has promptly come to our assistance; we thank them for so 
cordially making an advance of 20 per cent., at our suggestion, on the rate given per orphan. Friends in 
Stuttgart, through Herr Otto Burk, have from the commencement been staunch supporters of the West 
Broussa Orphanage, and we are confident that they will not fail us now. So far as it may be possible, we 
shall send copies of this report to other friends, who have helped us by single contributions large or small, 
with the hope that they will approve of our honest efforts, and will desire to send us some substantial token 
of their approbation. 


By scanning the accounts carefully they will see that we did not allow funds to lie idle when our 
treasury was full, but, through careful investments, we are able to report a gain from interest of fr. 2817°35, 
while not a sou has been lost in this use of the money. 


We mention with heartfelt gratitude the perfect confidence and the uniform courtesy that have been 
extended to us by all the friends and patrons of this Institution: we can testify that they have been cheerful 
givers, hence we have been able to give our attention to the administration of their bounty, instead of our- 
selves being consumed by the constant strain and worry of collecting funds. To God be all the glory for 
what has been accomplished. In His Name we look to you for a continuance of your benefactions.

A spot which appeals not less to the heart than to 
the sanse of humor of the average Armenian is the vil- 


primitive buildings,affording shelter to about 16,000 
pe0opl¢,all Armenians,cover the cours? of an inter- 
mittent mountain brook that,when in flow,carries fatness 
to the plain lying between the village and the sea-shore. 
Shadowed by the hills which the rising sun climbs tardi- 
ly,and wi th her face turned full to the glow of the 
West, she dréams her dream. Having received the benedic- 
tion of a well-entertained monk of the olden time,she 
‘increases and multiplies' ,filling her streets well with 
boys and girls (not to speak of less attractive material 
for whose sake,as they grow,she builds on the outlying 


slopes,crowds into the gullies,and shoves out her upper 


storeys until their bilging foreheads nearly bump each 
other over the narrow roads beneath them. Far up on the. 
hills directly overlooking the village is the "Holy Place 
of St.Minas whence is fed with de-. 
licious drinking water the principal fountain in the | 
village. sometimes the hills,offended by the odors 
which reach them,gather their streams together and send 
them rushing and tumbling through the streets with a 
rousing call to all along the line--"clear wplclean 
And teem the people turn out with shovel anda broom to 
help the beneficent stream,and then for a time we are 
all fresh and bright,and take a pleasure in breathhbng. 

All around us are vineyards and mulberry gardens, 
Which reach out in their eager race over the hills and 
across the plain. They pitch down the valley on one side 
and struggle up the other;they encroach upon our streets 
and even block the way to the house-entrances. 

Our main highway leads to the sea-shore where it 
tesigns its functions to three row boats,whose earnings

In the midst of the mulberry gardens which border 
the village on the east stand the fine new building 
which accommodates the Bithynia High School for Boys, and 
the humbler structures where is housed the Bardezag Or- 
phanage for Boys. Apart from the village ,well- drained, 
and supplied with an abundanc? of water from a spring in 
the hills.the situation is healthful and charming.The 
air from the mountains comes to us fresh and sweet,while 
the lowland mists seldom trouble us. - 


The high-school building faces slightly to the 
north of northwest and commands a view of the broad Kak 
valley ,which stretches to the shore four miles away. 
From across th? Gulf we sometimes hear the mumbling of 
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ing boats,t occasional grain steamers that come from 
the great outside world@,the Turkish and Greek sailing 
vessels that carry oi1 lumber,flour,tiles,etec.to and fro, 
at the upper end of the gulf the city of Nicomedia 11ke 
a great picture traced on the hillside,further down the 
shore the gratn elevator at DerindjB,and enclosing all, 
stretching east and west as far as the eye can reéeach,the 
range Of hills dotted here and there with villages that 
are ofttimes lit up by the morning sun while we are yet 
in shadow and again transfigured under the evening skies 
that send us into transports over their glorious sunsets, 
-+--these varied objects ahd effects fill the eye with 
pleasure and the mind with helpful thoughts.and often 
lead us to exclaim,"Beautiful for situation is the spot 
tp missionaries were led to fix upon for their institue 
lons!* 

The orphanage was opened on Feb.12,1897. On that 
day © boys--remnants of the Constantinople massacres-- 
came to us. Thelr coming excited great interest and stir. 
red many hearts in our midst,for they were a living re- 
minder Of pain and terror and death,which had burst sud- 
denly upon 100,000 homes in the land,and the marks of 
which were to be seen upon this representative group of 
children. Many came to see them and turned away with 
swelling heartsTheir exercise in the courtyard was watch-— 
ed by crowds of village children,who peared breathlessly 
through between the pickets of the enclosing fence. 

These orphans had come from a world we had heard of, 
whose lurid flames,seen at a distance,had not impressed 
us more than had the glow of faith and of the martyr 
spirit that vied with them. These were children of thoce 
who had shared our faith in the Crucified One ,and,be- 
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the baptism of blood and fire. It seemed as though Jea- 
sus were soying to us.:"Such as these are they of whom 
said,Take heed that ye cause not to stumble one of these 
lit+l2 ones....Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these.,ye have done it unto Me." Bverybody 
was anxious to help. Some gave us articles of clothing, 
some gathered money;some sewed and knit;wedding parties 
took up collections for us,and drinkingebouts were given 
upp to purchase the orphan’s blessing. 

We had the promise of support,from a friend of =. 
orphans,for 50 boys for one year;but the cases that ap- 
pealed t® us were so pressing that we soon found Our- 
selves with more than 100 little wards of the Heavenly 
Father Quarts committed to our keeping. And from that 
day to this we have never been anxious about funds ;if 
the treasury ever ran empty it was awemyes speedily re- 
plenished. 

Swiss friends were the first to aid s,and continue 
still to be our chief supporters. Friends in Britezin,Uni- 
ted States and elsewhere soon came to our ald. Some of 
the widow3d mothers have sufficiantly recovered thein- 
selves to be able to sipport their children in part. Na- 
tive comminities and individuals in this district regime 
larly contribute to our finds. Besides the orphans we 
have received a few boys unable to send their children 
to a dearer school,are glad to pay in full the modest 
sum necessary for their board and tuition here. The 
contributions *rom all native sources,during the past 
four years,have averaged $790 per year;the sums received 
from foreign friends of the work have been slightly more 
than three times that amount. The expenditure for each 
orphan has averaged $3.45 per month. That sum covers 
boara and lodging,teachers’ and other helpers’ salaries, 
he and all school requirements,clothing,repairs of 

uildings occupied,insurance,taxes,and sundries. 

In the falk of 1893 two =nglish ladies,Miss Newnham 
and Miss Jenkins,kindly volunteered to help in orphanage 
work for a year. Miss Jenkins remained with us one year 
and a half and was then compelled,much to the regret of 
both orphans and workers,to return to her work at Car- 
diff. Miss Newnham threw in her lot with us and is now 
in charge of the orphanage,which she serves gratuitously 
with rare devotion.

The total number received into tho orphanage has 
been whom 34 are with us at present. ‘Of 
the 30 who have gone out from us 18 are now attending | 
school elsewhere ,52 are apprentices with shoemakers, tal- 
lors, jewelers,or other traders,3 are making their way in 
foreign countries,3 have passed to the Better Land,while 
our information concerning the rest is indefinite. Thus 
has the orphanage alreacy been blessed to the rescuing 
of a goodly number of likely lads. 

Promising lacs,after completing the orphanags 
course Of study,are received into the Hig* School,where 
1% are making good use of their opportunity at present. 

The Bithynia High School for Poys was opened in 
1379 for the training of native helpers for the mission- 
ary service.At the beginning the pupils paid little or 
nothing for board and lodging or for their tuition. It 
soon became evident that a good high school,charging mo- 
derate fees,and offering a course of training which 
would fit young men to take charge of village schools,to 
be clerks or book-keepers in mercantile establishments, 
or to enter upon a course of professional training else- 
where,was a distinct need of the region.

The majority of the pupils are non-Protestant, but 
the religious tone of the school is pronouncedand every 
means is used to nurture the spiritual life. Hearty | 
words of cheer and approval are frequently spoken by m@# 
of all shades of religious opinion. His Holiness the Pa 
triarch of the Armenian Church,bishops,and other leaders 
have given practical proof of the estimation in which |

More than 1000 different lads between the ag-s oOfgg@ 
3 and 22 have spent from one to eight vears under the | 
care of the school. Of that number 124 have completed | 
the course and taken diplomas. The record of these men} 
in their various callings is full of encouragement. They 
are marked men,upright,active in every good case. 

The teaching staff consists of a missionary of the 
American Board as director amd and © Armenian gentlemen 
of culture and standing,three of whom have taken post- 
graduate courses in London or Zdinburgh Two additions 
are to be made to the staff for the next school yéar,one 
from America for Fnglish and the other from Switzerland 
for French.

The new building furnishes dormitory room for 100 
pupils,rooms for 5 teachers,classrooms, reading- room,a 
large, airy dining- room, kitchen -etorerooms. etc. A hall 
for Sunday services exhibitions, etc. is still needed. 

The school has ‘borne a noble part in the education- 
al work,which is doing so much for the people of this 
country , ‘and is showing itself worthy the sympathy and 
support of those who have at heart the advancement of 
a sorely handicapped but nobly responsive population.

THE &VANGELICAL WORK IN CONSTANTINOPLE 
AND ITS OUfSTATIONS. 
1902 - 1908. 


The death of our two beloved pastors, Kev.Avedis Asadourian and 
Rev.Arakel Be pian, the one in Avril and the other in July, 1902, left 
in our spe force an aching void which has not yet oveen filled; 
indeed the difficulty of filling the olaces of these pastors reveals to 
us the more clearly from day to day the greatness of our loss. Within 
the limits of the Bithynia Union there is not a man that can be called 
to fill the vacant vlaces. Hence the First Church of Constantinople 
has for a year been considering the exvediency of calling a man from 
among the Armenian vreachers now in America, and has not yet come to a 
decision. The Langa Church, with commendable promptness, extended a 
call to one of the few pastors in the Sivas field, 


and it hopes ere 
long to receive a favorable revly. Aside from the difficulty of filling 


the vacant places in Constantinople, there is not at vresent a man in 
sight suitable to ninister even temvorarily to the churches in Adriano- 
ple and the Dardanelles, now for years left without vreacher or teacher. 
Indeed the churches of Nicomedia, Broosa and Smyrna have alkl.been obliged 
to seek their oastors beyond the limits of the Bithynia Union. This 
sad dearth of ministers results, first, from the fact that the pastors 
and churches in these parts, that is specially in the Constantinople and 
Smyrna fields, were bitterly disapvointed that the attempts, made years 
ago, to establish in Constantinovle a theological school failed: and, 
secondly, from the fact that for many years Protestant varents have: not 
taken pains to guide the thoughts of their sons to the ninistry, and 
have not held up the ministry to them as the highest calling. “During 
the past twenty years only three young men have entered the Ministry 


from within the limits of the Bithynia Union, and the fathers of these 


young men were pastors in this field. & goodly number of choice young 


men have grown up in our communities, and are taking the vlaces of their 


fathers, out all are engaged in secular pursuits. Hence the outlook 


for 
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for the evangelical ministry in these parts is very gloomy, and without 
an able and godly ninistry the continuance and growth of the evangelical 
churches cannot be assured. Would that the evangelical churches as a 
body, and that Protestant parents, individually, might at length appre- 
hend that with them remains the suvreme responsibility of vroviding 
suitable candidates for the Christian ministry in these varts! Would 
that we too as a mission might duly apprenend that we shall grievously 
fail of our object, unless we are able to transmit the existing evan- 
selical work to a body of devout and capvable pastors and preachers. 0 
for a Pentecostal blessing on our High Schools and Golleges, such as 

by the mercy of God has been witnessed in the Ventral Mission | 

During the vast year one Turkish, five Armenian and three Greek 
evangelical services have been conducted every Sabbath in different 
guarters of the cavital. 

In August last we rejoiced to welcone to Constantinovle the Rev 
Hovhannes Krikorian, for many years vrofessor in Aintab College. He 
came, not only to serve as assistant editor of the Avedaper, but also, 
as Turkish vreacher in the Bible House chavel, to fill the place of our 
lamented brother, the Kev.Avedis Constantian. 

Ordained as an evangelist before leaving Aintab, in the vigor of 
menhood, endowed with rare gifts and with years of culture and exverience, 
Mr.Krikorian has degun his ministry in Constantinople in a very hoveful 
manner. The numoer of regular attendants has considerably increased, 
and though the audience, comvosed of Turkish=sveaking Armenians and 
Greeks, is somewhat heterogeneous, all have come highly to esteem the 


new preacher, and unter his vreaching and care are growing in the know- 


ledge and love of the Sosvel. The gifts of this congregation the past 


year for evangelical and charitable vurvoses amounted to $129. 

The audiences at the five Armenian services have aggregated, on 
the average, somewhat over 400, and the gifts of these Armenian-sveaking 
congregations for the sunport of preaching, for the voor and for educa- 


tion have amounted to $144%. The congregations which worship in Pera, 
the Huropean auarter, and in Sedik Pasha, Stamboul, still suffer for 
lack of suitable places of worshiv, and still weit, as last year, for 


the governmental permission to erect meeting houses on lots long since 


acquired. 
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acquired. When the Snurch of Constantinople shall have secured its , 
greatly needed pastor, it is intended that he, with the assistance or * | 
Professor Jejizian, of Robert College, shall supply the vreaching both | 
for the Pera congregation and for the branch congregation at Scutari. | 
The past year both the Scutari oulvit and that of the Langa Church at : 
Sedik Pasha have been suvvlied for the most vart by the missionaries. 
By the very kind invitation of the Ladies at Gedik Pasha the Langa con- 
Sregation has worshipped during the winter in the Mission house. a 
Rev.Sdevan Chorigian has succeeded Rev.Avedis Asadourian in the : 
care of the evangelical work in Hasskeuy, and has an audience of from 
seventy to one hundreds souls, made uo almost entirely of non=pProtestant 
Armenians. The vast year several leading Armenians have formally joined 
the Protestant community and the outlook has somewhat brightened. Though | 
the work in Hasskeuvy is entirely charitecle, we still rejoice to welcome 
to our beautiful Little church in that ouarter the poor peovle, mostly 
widows and orohans, whose pusdanis aad fathers were slain ani whose houses 


were utterly oluniersi in the massacre of 18984. 

Hornerly nany thoussnis of Arnenians ani Greeks cane to Jon- 
stantinoole every year to find work, Leaving their fanilies in the ia- 
terior towns ani villages of Asia “inor. Since toe sai events of 1895-8 
tas Turkish Authorities have generally refused oernission to such men 


to come to the caoital; yet there are not a few such Laborers in the city, | 
and amons then there are not a Few Protestants. 


Rev.Xarekin Xounirajian has continued his Laoors for the | 
soiritual gooi of these men.

Nearly « 
all our Greek oretheea and sisters have net oovosition from their relatives) 
and the clergy ani nave suffered Loss on account of their evangelical pro- | 
fession. They dearly love the Sosoel, honor the Lord Jesus in their 
homes and ousiness, ani Laoor together harmoniously for the extension of 
His Kingdom. They are voor a3 regards worldly goois, out in the vast 
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year tney gave for Christian and charitaole odjects $348. The pastor, 
Rev.Steohanos Michaelides, now advanced in years and somewhat infirm, apd 
nis ordained assistant Rev.Stavros Demetrakovoulos are the only evangelical 
Laborers oroviied by the American churches for the 250,000 Greeks in this 
great city and its suburbs. The trustees of the Bible House give the use : 
of their chavel for one of the Greek services, and contribute $264 a year 
towards the maintenance of the vastor ani his assistant. 


EDUCATION, 
The only common school connected with the Constantinovle Station, yy 
save the schools of the Woman’s Board at Gedik Pasha, is found in Scutari, 1 | 
and consists of thirty vuvils, many of whom come from non-Protestant fami- 
lies. The school is under the oare of a very excellent teacher, Miss | 
Heriosimm® Xunolian, who knows how both to rule and instruct and at the same 
time to secure the Love of her scholars. An exhidition given ia the winter 
oy this school did great nonor both to the teacher and ouvils. Besides in- 
cidental exoenses the varents of the vouvils vay to the teacher $171 a year 


and of this sum the Board contributes $52. 


OUTSTATLONS. 


Of the original menbers of the evangelical Armenian church formed 
in Rodosto in 1852 only a very few remain, and of its young men some 45 
have gone to America and other Lands. In the aosence of Protestant young | 
men some of the daughters of evangelical varents have married Gregorian 
husbands. There still remain, however, 24 church members (of whom 9 are 
men)and 80 adherents. Now for the second year the Rev.Aristides Monjiades, 
a Sreek brother who knows Armenian, originally a nember of the Rodosto 
church, is ministering to the two congregations in auarters of the city | 
somewhat remote fron one another. Towards the suvport of this vreacher | 
the Board contributes $153 a year. In 1902 the gifts of the natives for | 
church, school, reovairs and charity amounted to $248. Though the present 3 
church organization is feeble it may truthfully be said that here, as in 
many other places, the evangelical work has not only vitally influenced 
the menbers of the Protestant community, but has also had a very considera- 
ole influence on public opinion in the large Gregorian and Greek conmuni- 
ties. 


The school in Rodosto, with 4 male and female teacher, h4s 
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$52 a year. The large majority of the pupils are from non-Protestant 
families, out here, as in all our schools, regular Soriptural instruction 
is given to all the children. In fact, through the school we reach more : ie 
non-Protestant families than through the oublic oreaching. Here, as else- 
where, Likewise, tuition is paid by all the ouvils, whether Protestant or 
non-Protestant. 

In the city of Adrianople, of 120,000 inhabitants, a Protestant | 
church was formed in 1862. Only two or three of its original members re- | 
main, but the church still has 32 members and 55 adherents. The majority 
of the memoers are Greek young men, active in business and fervent in 1 
spirit. Hor a long time the church has hai no stated preacher, but the | 
orethren have maintained a regular Sabbath service and a week-day vrayer- | 
meeting, and during the vast year the olace has been visited once by one 
of the Greek oreachers of Constantinople and three times by missionaries. 
There is a wide and hoveful oovortunity of Labor both among the Greeks and 
the Armenians of Adrianoole. We greatly desire to olace in this city 
an evangelical Greek preacher, and for this purvose we need, besides what 
the church gaa contribute, adout $200 a year. Here, as in many other places | 
Left without oreachers, the Board owns a gool building which serves both as | 
parsonage and chavel, 

In the large town of the Dardanelles there is a branch of the 
Rodosto church, of 21 members and 52 adherents, including children. for 
some six years this little community also, fron Lack of funds, has been 
Left without oreacher or teacher, and has inevitably sufferred loss both 
morally and soiritually. But here, too, the brethren have met together 
regularly for worshiv, and during the vast year the vlace has been visited 
once by a native preacher ani once by a nissionary from Constantinople. 
A young man of oromise fron the Dardanelles is now in training in the col- 
lege and seminary at Marsovan, who hoves after three years to return and 
serve in his native town. It is vainful to think that this Little con- 
munity nust remain yet three years more without regular sviritual instruc- 
tion.

Yo the churches of the cavital and of the outstations there were 
added in 1902 eighteen new memoders, and the total sun given in the places 
mentioned 
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mentioned for the maintenance of worshio, for charity and for education 
was $2247. This is a sum somewhat larger than that given last year, and 
considerably more than that given for native agency by the Board. 

While saddened oy the fact that the evangelical work in the 
capital and the outstations has been so inadequately prosecuted, and that 
another year has oassed without any deep and general sviritual awakening. 
we yet rejoice in the belief that the Lord Jesus has not a few faithful 
followers in the places mentioned in this revort, and we humbly and 
earnestly pray that the set time to favor this vart of the Master’s 


Kingdom and to pour out the Holy Svirit uvon both native and foreign 


laborers May soon come. 
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REPORT OF GBDIK PASHA FOR 1902.-4 


Outwardly the work at Gedik Pasha has had no startling events but there 
have deen enough obstacles, disaopointaents and successes to prevent monotony 
to those interested in details. The same agencies for advancing the kingdoa 
of God have been tried as in previous years - The Sunday-School, Christian | 
Hndeavyor societies, the day school, visiting in the houses, the general prayer 
meeting and that for the women, the industrial departmeat for helping destitute 
women and the Reading Room or Rest. 

Mrs Marden left the last of June for a muck needed furlough and “iss Barker 

| - returned in August after a pleasant year among her friends in Canada. 

fhe evangelistic work has gained a fresh imostus from the zeal and abdility 
of Professor Krikorian, who has conducted a Bible class in the Sunday school and 
has taken his tarn in leading the evening prayer-meetiags. We have also been 
fortunate in having had Dr.Herrick’s as well as UDr.Barnum’s helo in the prayer 
meetings tais winter. 

The Turkish service at the Coum Cavou Rest was discontinued on account 
of the many services and few preachers, out the Y.4.0C.A. has held its Sunday 
afternoon prayer-meetings there instead of at the Bible House, and some of the 
young men have gone down in the evenings for conversation with boys and young 
men. The Sreek preaching service has been continued at the Rest with a good 
attendance and the evangelist, Mr.Dimitracopoulos, has been as faithful as ever 
in seeking opportunities of heloing the Greeks who frequent tae place, 

The use of the “Vissioa House was again offered to the Vlanga Congregation 
for their Sunday torniag service and was accepted this time-so altnough some 
have thought it wise to hold a brief orayer neeting in the shanty every Sunday , 
the preachers and less robust of the congregation have not been subjected to the 
unusual severity of this past winter. 

The older pupils of the school gave an evenings entertainmeat to which no 
objections were made. Professor Krikorian has given two lectures in Turkish , 
which have beea very profitable ; the first being given under the auspices of the 
governaeat, but when Professor Krikorian was called into the presence of Nazir | 
Pasha ( the minister of Police ) and had a chance to repeat most of his lecture ~4 
to him, no orders against the revetition of such a thing were given, 

fhe enrollaent of the day-school for 1902 was 208, and the tuitions amount- 
ed to 189 liras. The addition of another nationality has made a distinctively

English department imperative, and so has sreatly increased the work of the 
American teachers.

NICOMEDIA REPORT, 1902. 


In toe Nicomedia field we seem to be in a chronic state of preparing 
for an advance; we are always on the eve of a more promising condition of af- 
fairs. We “never ARE out always TO BE blessed.” And yet we have left behind 
us signvosts of orogress during the year, sone of which, hardly noticed in the 
passing, loom ud with more or less distinctness in the retrospect. | 
The LOCAL CONF HRENCH held its usual three-days meeting with each of 
the three organized churches constituting it. It is steadily gaining in grasov, 
and in tne resoect with which its arrangenents are regarded doy both schurshes 
and workers. During the vast year it has had a committee co-overating, at first, 
with the church committee of the Nicomedia church, and Later with that of the 


Bardezag church, for the vuroose of arranging for the suoply of the pulvits 


during their vacancies and of finding suitaodle vastors. The Conference Commit- 
tee and the Church Committees have uniformly had nost pleasant meetings and have 
acted in every case where action ih. resulted from their delidverations, with 
cordiality and adsolute unanimity. This intinate relationship and these frequent 
meetings have done much to consolidate and give grio to the work in this field, 
and to foster sentiments of mutual resoect and helofulness among churches and 
workers, 


BARDBZAS has distinguished herself by her success in securing a new 
aad beautiful chapel. The old building, which stood with dismantled roof and 
tottering walls for two piteous years trying to have its right acknowledged to 
get into shape to house its waiting congregation of worshippers, would scarcely 
oe able to recognize its identity with the well-built, shapely, commodious 
structure within whose walls the peoole praise God with gladsome sound today. 
After the tardy permission was at last given, a fortunate concatenation of 
events vrevented interference with the vrogress of the work. The veoole worked 
with a will and in the sdace of about four aonths they saw the work finished , 
and were priviledged to meet for the dedication of their new Place of Worship. 
The total cost of tne work was 444 Turkish liras, one-half of which sum remains 
a debt on the building. This deot has been so arranged for that no appeal for 
help will have to be made to the Board, nor will the burden press heavily upon 
the oeople, Of the 288 liras raised, 50 liras was a grant from the Board and 


of Bardezag, now residing in Boston or vicinity, elubbed together and sent 
$33.00, with a letter of cheer which set itself to music in the people’s hearts. 
A pastor, the Kev.Harutune Garabedian, had labored for years as 
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temporary supply in the Bardezag church. The church did not renew their invi- 
tation to him at the end of 1902, and he found emoloyaent elsewhere. The church 
is now seeking a pastor. 

The community schools have been well kept up. The boys’ school is 
taught by a former pupil of the Bithynia High School; the girls’school is under 
the care of an Adabazar graduate; the kindergarten is efficiently conducted by 
a Gregorian young woman. The contridutions of the peoole for pastor and schools 
amounted to about 66 Turkish liras. During the last three years the cocoon crop 
has proved a failure. I have never before seen, in this region, such scarcity 
of money as prevailed during the past year. Nor is there any relief to the situ- 
ation as yet. Considering the state of affairs the contributions of the vesovle 
have oeen praisewortay. 

Seme churches remind me of a friend’s razor, which takes hold with fury 
and lets go with a snap. It has been the nisfortune of the NICOMEDIA church, as 
of that at Bardezag, to have been served, during the half-century of their exis- 


tence, oy a large number of preachers, who have often been welcomed with a flour- 


ish and parted from with...warmth. During the first half of the year under re- 
view the Nicomedia pulpit was arransed for by the Local Conference. In Ausust, 
Mr.Paraag Iskenderian, then without employment in the Marsovan field, accented 
the Confereace’s invitation to supply the Nicomedia churoh for a year. MWr.is- 
kenderian soon eatered upon kis labours, which have been unremitting and eminently 
successful. He has won the respect and sympathy of all to such an extent that, 
on a recent Sunday, the congregation, by a rising vote, decided to request the 
Coafersace to take the necessary steps for bis ordiaation and iaduction as their 
pastor. Sudseguently a call was signed by the male wemoers and adherents and 
placed ia Mr.iskenderian’s hands. The Sunday and week day services are over- 
crowded, and a work of good prowise is deing carried om among the young men. The 
coamunity schools--boys’ school, girls’ school and kindergarten--have continued 
theic work steadily through the year. The contributions of this church and com- 
munity for the year amounted ‘to a little over 106 Turkish liras. 

Tae church at ADABAZAR continues to hold fast that which she hath 
that oo man take her crown. It is with great satisfaction that we contemplate 
the work of this church. Strongly and steadily does she keen step with the duty 
toat calls her. Since August the pastor has been absent and is yet in Scotland 
collecting funds for the reouilding of the chapel. During his absence the leading 
church memoers have laoored faithfully to carry on the work, all departments of 
which have been energetically cared for. The total of the contributions of this 
churoh for the year was nearly 170 liras. The coamunity schools--primary and in- 
termediate--have been successfully conducted. Phe Girls’High Sehool and Kinder- 
garten deserve a special word. fhese are directly under the care of the lady 
missionaries, who have had another year of the Divine guidance. Miss Hyde’s some- 
what sudden departure on account of her health, and an evidemic of neasles which 


sed the closing of the seuool a few weeks before the regular time for the 
Ghristmas 
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Christmas holidays, were two events which added greatly to the cares and anxie- 
ties of those in charge of the school. But these incidents served only to bring 
into more distinct relief the faith and wisdom of those responsible for the work 
and to deepen the sympathy existing between the missionaries aad the evangelical 
‘ community. The coming of Miss Riggs to take Miss Hyde’s place brought relief and 
unfeigned joy to us all. To say that the newcomer is a worthy revresentative 
of the honoured and beloved name she bears is high vraise, but not, we think, too 
high. May God’s grace, richly bestowed, make of her a worker needing not to be 
ashamed | 
wach of the taree churches contridutes regularly to the followins schemes: - 
The Koordistan Mission, The Bardezas Orphanage, The Broussa Orphanage, The hvan- 
gelistic Work of the Nicomedia Field, The Local Conference HKxpense Fund, The 
Chancellery at Constantinovle and The local Chancellery at Nicomedia. 
The *I#LD BVANGELIS?. Under the care of the Local Conference are eleven 
villages where there are Protestant church memoders and adherents, in only three 
of which heloers are located, The evangelist visits these villages regularly, 
spending from two or three days to several weeks at a time in the district visited. 
He is always received gladly, often with tears of gratitude and appreciation, and 
is uniformly greeted by large and attentive audiences. The places visited con- 
tribute according to ability to the evangelists salary and travelling expenses. 
fhe three churehes of our field contribute eaoh five liras per annum toward the 
salary of tae evangelist, and receive from him a quarterly visit and report. 
During most of the year 1902, the Rev.Hagoo Pillian was engaged in this work. On 
his resignation, the Rev.Harutune Garabedian took it up and worked faithfully 
through the remainder of the year.

Some nonths ago they prepared a 
liveral subsoription list, having been solemniy warned by the evangelist not to 
sudscribe beyond their means, paid oart of the money in advance, hired a house 
for school and preaching purposes and then addressed an earnest and touching ap- 
peal to the Conference to send them a teacher-preacher. We sent a man, but Govern- 
ment interference has frustrated our plans, and we have aot yet got vermission to 
satisfy the longings of a large company of souls who desire eagerly the sincere 
milk of the Word. | 
The BITHYNIA HIGH SCHOOL for BOYS registered 117 pupils during the year, 79 
of the number being resident pupils. fhe iacome from fees paid for board and 


tuition 
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“ and resident teachers, including servants’wages, rents, repairs, and the wear 
“and tear of furniture, was a little over 600 liras, while the salaries of the 
taachers, including that of ny son Robert, took 524 liras. Such a feat is ac- 


tuition amounted to 1180 liras Turkish, a sum which proved sufficient to cover 
the expénses of the year.

In the BARDEZAG ORPHANAGH Miss Newnham has continued her indefatigable 
and self-sacrificing efforts. fhe number of boys carred for during the year. 
was 88, of which number 15 attended classes in the High Sehool, 4 vdeing in the 
class which graduates in June of this year. Ten of the boys have received nore 
or less training under master workmen in tailoring, carventry, shoemaking, iron- 
working, tinsmithing, etc. Most of the tailoring and shoemakins of the year for 
the orphanage has been done by the boys themselves in the orphanage. The ex- 
penditure of the year for board, lodgings, clothing, repairs on the buildings, 
taxes, teachers’salaries, eto, .amounted to 730 liras, of which sum native churches 
and individuals, and relatives of the orphans contributed a little over 186 liras. 
The remainder came from Switzerland, Hngland and America. Hereafter we hove to 
give the institution more the character of a Boys’ Home, receiving into it, be- 
sides our limited number of free orphans, also boys whose parents and friends 
are unable to pay the full sum charged for board and tuition in the High School. 

We have received local- peraission for the reouilding of the old structure 
hitherto used for orphanage purposes, but which is in a sad state of disrepair. 
The new building will cost about 400 liras, one-half of which sum is now practi- 
cally ia haad, 

Thus are we beiag led to the strengthening and enlargement of our work. 
And we are confident that no word of God shall return anto Him void, but it shall 


accomplish that which He pleaseth, and it shall prosper in the thing whereto He 
shall send it.

It was our vrivilege to enjoy two davs’visit in Varch with the 
delegates to the Sundav-school convention, who came here on the “Srosser 
Kurfurst”, en route for Jerusalem. Yiss Pensham and Wiss Barker, and 
Nr.Rarnum and Dr.Sates, went to Athens to escort the varty here: and 
VachachlLan and YWr.MacNanshton accomvaniel the vilgsrims from here to 


Smvrna, and thence to Jerusatem, resvectively. A gatherings at Robert 


College save an ovvortunity to sone 390 of our frisnds to listen to 
aidresses by Dr. Washburn ani Pr.Sreene with reference to the work here, 
ani a vamphlet issued for the pnuroose was distributed to the tourists, 


giving then a conorshensive view of mission work im Turkev. We trust 


that our efforts mav have helved these friends to set a better sraso 
of the missionary situation, ani thus to deeven their zeal for our con 
mon work. 


The Adrianoole churoh though still without a pastor has a little more 
than held its own djurins the year. The consragation is gradually chans- 
ing its character, the Arnenian elenent iecreasing, while the Sreek 
constituensy grows. In the absence of a regular preacher, an Armenian 
goldsnith, formerly a candidate for the Sregorian vriesthood, vreaches 
acceotably at the Purkish services, while three Greek brethren in turn ore 
siie at the Greek services. This church has been visited this year once 
by a missionary, and twice by Greek vreachers from Constantinovle, these 
visits aggregating two months in duration. Not only members of the an- 
cient churches, but even Yoslens are occasionally found oven to the 
oresentation of truth: ani the ovportunity in this great city is unlimitet

fhe church in Rodosto has been visited but once durins the year, 
by a missionary. The ministrations of Wr.dristides Vomjiades have not 
been in vaine and his ability to oreach in Turkish, Arnenian and Sreek 
has been an advantage to the varvine constituents of the convresation. 
Two new members have been aimittei to the church, makinv the voresent mem— 


bershiv twenty-six. The bovs’school has bsen well sustained, with nearly 
fifty in atteniance.: 3 


The little community at the Dardanelles, after waitins longs and pa- 
tiently, have at lensth the vrosvact of 2a oreacher ani teacher in the 
near future. At no little exnense to themselves, and with the aid of 
several friends, they have for three years had in Varsovan one of their 
own number, a youns man of marked consecration, who has taken a partial 
course in Collese and Seminary, ani who expects to return to his veovle 
this summer. Another student in Warsovan from the Dardanelles, a young 
lady who graduates from the Sirls’Roardins School this year, has been 
callei by the veovle to oven a girls’school there: but the financial 
oroblem is still unsolved. If this feeble ani strugglins conmunity 
succesis in establishing both a boys’school and a girls’school the coming 
year, in aidition to having a regular preachar, we nav surely look for a 
dav of larger things. fhe field for growth is vractically limitless, 
though the moral revutation of tha city is far from good. Wr.Karekin 
Kouniraijian svent three or four weeks there last fall, laboring for the 
sviritual welfare of these veovle. The weekly services have been kent 
uo regularly ani the vsovle thoush seven years without a pastor, show 
a 50% better attendance on the average than three years aso. 


Although belongings sgsosravhically to the Nicomedia vortion of the 
Field, Sardovan in incluied in this revort, because the Gresk Language 
has been 3a votent factor in allyins it to a large extent directly with 
the Cavital. Sardovan is a purely Greek villase of sone fifteen hundred 
amon? whom nearly one hunired are governnentally Protestant. 
Some vears ago, however, the Sabbatarian varasite made its avnvearance 
ani wrought some havoc. A still more insidious foe vrovei to be the 
shevherd of the flocks and after a nost unfortunate carser in the vil- 
lage, this former voreacher ran away last October, owing the mission some 
money, and has renouncel his Protestantis2. Within three months, Mr. 
Pavlos Pavliies, agraduate of the last theological class in Warsovan 
was secured in his vlace, and the community is slowly recovering. The 
school is wall cared for and vorosvserity, and the sviritual condition of 
the church is imvroved. Sardovan has had two visits from a nissionary 
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during the year: and the Adabazar vastor has visited the vlace several 
tines, for the chursh is a branch of the Adabazar church. Seven new 
members were receiveai to fall church membershiv on confession in Avril 
and two other candidates were adivisei to wait. An interestins movement 
among the youn’ men of the village began from the ridiculously small 
vrofits of the tobacco cron last year. Two branches of an anti-tobacco 
league were forned, one amony the Bvangelicals and one amons Orthodox 
Sreeks: and almost every Protestant Greek has now definitely siven up the 
smoking habit. This svontansous novenent has been aided and encouraged 
by the new preacher, and is now 4a vowerful influence for sood.: 


On the western frontier of the Adrianovle vilayet is the town of 
Sumurijina, a town never yet visited by a missionary, and this year for 
the first time by an Svanvelical ninister. Last November, -some ten 
men of that vlase united in writings a vlea to the book seller at Adriano-= 
ole, that he would send them a oreacher. From colvorteurs who had vassed 
through there thev hai obtaineli soviesof the Ford, which thev were read- 
ing: ani they wishei sone exvosition of it, and nore light uvon it. 

Rey. was then in Adrianoole, ani went in resoonse to 
the sall, svendins several iays with these inouirers. They thirstily 
drank in his words: but 300n versscutions began, ani some have siven 

ud their studies in the forbidden Book. Others still keen on, and a 
youn’ man, a member of the Adrianovle church has recently been Living 
there for the sake of his trade, ani has triei to helo them, and has held 
services with them. Renewed versecutiong are now in vrogress. Had we 
a suitable nan to seni there, it is very vossible there might be sveedy 
resalts from his work. We must watch and vray that these groviny souls 
may somehow be led out into the light, ani find joy in beings counted 
worthy to suffer shane for the Name. MVunurdijina is not yet on our 
list of outstations. “Sod grant that it soon nay be, and that even now 
there nay be found there those that worshio Him in svirit and in Truth.

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REPORT OF AMERICAN COLLEGS #0R GIRLS 
CONSTANTINOPLE. 1903-1904.- 


The present academic year marks the 14th Since the charter was 
granted the College.- 

fhe year has had practically little history, yet there have been 
elements in its life encouraging to a careful observer, chief among these are 
the full attendance especially in the boarding department, an improvement in 
the constituency indicating that the College is attracting thoushtful: intelli- 
gent patrons to desire its advantages for their dauvhters, a spirit of quiet 
earnestness and faithful work on the part of all students and marked improve= 


ment and growth in character to be seem in some.: 

On the other hand the necessary absence of the President, Dr.Patrick 
in America, has been deeply felt and the stisulus which her presence inparts 
is very much missed.: 

In Sevtember Vises Dodd was welcomed back to her work and to the large 
place in the College ani in the city which she has made for herself.: 

Miss Prime’s return as business manager was postvoned for a year be- 
cause of family circumstances, but it is expected that she will be at the 
College in Sevtember next. Her work has been most ably carried through the 
year by’ Vrs Alexander Thomson of Bebek and the trained nurse, Miss Robinson. 

The vlace of assistant treasurer and secretary has been osocupied by 
“Miss Sellar to whom the College owes much for her excellent work and hearty 
cooperation in all the interests of the College. 

MViss Jenkins has been in charge of the devartments of History aad 
Composition and.in these her vower and efficiency as a superior teacher have 
been clearly demonstrated anew. 

The work in Science was shared until Christmas by Wiss Griffiths 
and Miss Paton, the latter of Smith College. At the besinnines of the IT 
Semester, however, Wiss Griffiths was obliged to return to America and since 
that time the work in Scienoe was done by Miss Paton who possesses peculiar 
fitness for this work both as a teacher and as an influence in the religious 
and social life of the Coldege. 

Miss Bditha Cullis, a graduate of Lady Margaret Hall, Oxford, 
terminates a three years’ engagement for work in the Mathematics: department 
land to the regrete of all. 
devartnaents, French, German, Greek, Armenian, 
Bulgarian and Turkish have been well eouinped and have done good work. 
The musical department has been unusually large through ye year. 
It has been ander the able management of Herr Paul Lange assisted by Miss 


and Wiss Gatheral.. 


The number of students takines piano lessons thro 
the year has been 85.°: | 


Miss Armenie Matteosian, a former student in: College has presided nost 
efficiently over the organ in all religzious services in Barton Hall.: 

Miss Palmer, a graduate of Vt.Holvoke College has been in charge of the 
Preparatory Devartaent with the assistance of Viss Silley, a sraduate of the 
class of 1897. Miss Jameson of Bedford, England, Miss Gastellanou of the 
Zaveon of this city and Wiss Dimitroff of the olass of 1902.° 

Hith this staff of unusually able and harmonious young women, the pro- 
gress made in the Preparatory department during the last two years has been 
steady and marked.: The school: is well: organized, its Svirit is good and the 
fact that the inorease of students this year has been chiefly in that depart- 


nent argues a confidence and avpreciation on the part of outside commmities 
which is very encouraging. 

Fhe most imvortant devartment of College life is that in which the 
ohysical trainings of the students and their general health are oared for, 
and the Coldese has been nost fortunate in having as teacher in gymnastics 
Miss Sloise Parkhurst whose methods are modern and admirably suited to the 
stujents. With the comins of Miss Parkhurst, the problem of the best kind 
of Symnastic traininy for growing girls seems to have been havvily solved. 

No less fortunate has the Collese been in its trained nurse Miss 
Marion Robinson, whose careful watchfulneass and vreventive measurss have 
kevt uv the general health of the student boly most conspviciously. Phere 
has been oracticaLly no sickness thro the year. 

On the other hand there has been antsual enthusiasm among the 
students for sports and games, so that the tone of College life thro the 
year has been most healthful and invigorating.:

So much for the present of the College, for its future the outlook 
is bright.: The efforts of Dr. Patrick in America 30 wisely and carefally 
directed are already meeting with success and there is good reason for the 
hove that the next few vears will bring to the College better eanipment 
for its present work, the facilities for more efficient work with the Pre- 
paratory aad College devartzuents. A new buildins is much needed for the 
Preparatory iepartment. 

The exveriencve of another year of Collese work has inpressed anew 
uvon the Faculty the conviction that the deevest need of the Sollese, how- 
ever, lies alony the line of a sviritual life, of the development of an 
atmosvhere in Gollease where a love of truth as the basis of all real 
scholarshiv and of all high moral character is but the stepvving stone to a 
spirituality. a grasp of spiritual reality which shall form and shave and 
inspire the the character of the students and lead them to live that 
noblest, truest life the world has ever seen, the Christlike life.

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REPORT Of GIRLS’ SCHOOL; BROOSA. 


Doubtless Mr.Baldwin has sent on the Station Report but it is much to be 
regretted that he cannot present it in person. 

A brief report of the school may, however, be in order. 

It is impossible to speak in too glowing terms of what Mrs Baldwin has 
accomplished in the past: the mental and moral training of the girls and 
their proficiency in English are eloquent of time, strength and faithful | 
effort unsparingly used. We who are now in charge shall be happy if we can 
keep up the standard set by the founder of the school. 

At present there are nineteen boarders and thirty two day scholars. 

Several boarders have left on account of ill health and one has gone to the 
Jnitei States: one day scholar also has left; altozether fifty six names 
have been on the roll. As a whole the health of the school has been good. 
The teaching force consists of six - two Americang two Armenians, an 


Araenian master who comes for one lesson three times a week, and a music 
tleacher. Miss Mianzara, our able and genial matron, has rendered valuable 
dssistance with the sewing,as well as teaching several. classes which she 
has taken up since she has been relieved of some 6f the domestic work. 

The Christian Bndeavor Society, organized by Miss Holt, includes all the 
older girls. The mestings have been faithfully attended,and the interest 
has been well kent up. The coamittees have done a good deal of work, phil- 
anthrovic, missionary etc.,under Miss Allen’s supervision, Byer eight dollarse 


their own little gifts and the contributions of those who attended the 
Christmas their collection for the “Christmas Offerings.” 
fhe society has also undertaken to raise $20.06 for an orphan in India. 

Thtee girls have joined. the church, making five in all who are members 
-ncluding, however, the one who has gone to America. — 

Attention has been given to vocal music, Botany and Blementary Science, 
in addition to the studies of the course, and a literary club has held 
‘ortnightly neetings which have been interesting and profitable. | 

Monthly fhetoricals have also been extremely useful as drill, and have | 
Ziven the pupils the opportunity of inviting their friends to the school. 
Ten girls are faking lessons on the piano and contribute much to the pleasure 


of the monthly prograa. | | 
The kindergarten has an able teacher and twenty six pupils. Soon after

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4GNOAL REPORT OF THE NICOVEDIA FIELD. 


The new comer finds in this unioue field of Wissionary labor tenvtings 
material for an annual revort, but as it would doubtless prove more in- 
teresting to himself than to those who are already familiar with these 
svecial features, the vresent statement will be Largely the record of the 
progress tate during 1908 in the three centres of the Nicomedia field. 

The local conference revresenting the self-soverning body of the 
three churches and vleiged to carry on the home missionary work of the 
Province held a varticularly interesting meeting in the early vart of 
Jenvtember. At the business sessions which were temvered by a svirit of 


among men who had a true realization of the respvonsibilities resting on 
them. The Conference had invited several leaders from other fields to sit 
with it and to assist in the ordination and installation of Wr.Parnag 
Iskenderian. 

The service of ordination took vlace on Sunday morning in the Niconedia 
chavel. Sorivture was read by Rev.0.P.Allen; the veteran missionary of 
Harvoot, and the sermon was by Prof.Hagonos Diedjizian of Robert College. 
The charse to the vastor was given by Dr.:S.B8arnum, and the charge to the 
veovle was by Badvelli Pashijian of Smyrna, sho also extended the right hand 
of fellowshiv. The prayer was offered by Rev.Herbert W.Allen. 

In the afternoon an imvressive communion service was held under the leader- 
shiv of Rev.C.$.Risos ani the newly ordained vastor. 

The vrospects of the Niconedia church seem to be brighter now than 
for a long time vast. fhe pastor is evidently resolved on doing somethings 
and has succeeded in awakenings some enthusiasm in the general interests 
of the church. The orving need in this sity is for a resident nissionary 
oreferably a woman, who shall build uv the kindergarten and common schools 

do puch needed work the homes. 

Bardezag welcomei its new preacher in August. vr. Sarkis Vanoosian 
came to his first field direct from Varsovan Seminary and the high heves 
centered in him have not been in vain. He has been esvecially successful 
in arousing a spiritual interest among the young wen with the result that 
they have organized to help along the work of the holi regular 
religious seetings. Six of them have united with the church and several 
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others are orevaring to io 30. 

The work among the women during the year has been particularly en- 
couraging. Yrs Allen has been able to attend most of the weekly meetings 
which have been held at the houses ani has been much impressed by the 
earnest consecration of the bani of christian women of the church, who 
besides helving in other says, have raised a generous share of the vas- 
tor’s salary. Perhanvs the nos8t cheering item to revort in this depart- 
ment of work is the fact that the zeal of these women is communicating 
itself to their Gregorian sisters who are beginning to hold vrayer meetings 
of their own. fhe character of the neetings iiffers a little from our own 
of course, since a lack of trainings for extemporaneous sveaking and prayer 
necessitates the use of vorinted sermons and the viayer book, but the spirit 
is essentially the same. 

‘Opvortunities for exercising a vermanent influence on the life of 
a peovle seldom vresent themselves as they do here in this solid Armenian 
town of one thousand houses. 

The church in 4dabazar continues to show its vitality and vigor by 
bravely carrving on the erection of its church building. When completed 
it will stand as a noble testimonial to the faith and enercy of a self- 
resvecting Christian connunity. 

There is one thing in which all the Armenian veovle of the Nico- 
media field take oride and that is the GSirls’school at Adabazar. That 
they have the very best of reasons for this voride every one knows who 


‘has had the sood fortune to visit the town ani its chief attraction - the 


Sirls’school. A clear headed business man made the remark a few days ago 
that the vhenomenal growth of Adabazar-during the vast few vears was due 
in part at least, to the influence of the School. Phe number of vuvils 

in all departments this vear is 195. Of these 51 are boarders and only 

12 are at half vay. The Protestant girls namber 84 and the Sregorian 131. 
Of the graduates of the school the najority are wives and mothers in 
beautiful sohristian homes while as many as 24 are teaching. And finally 
a fact worth noting is that the school is free of all debt. 


The Bithynia High School graduated in June an excellent class of 
young men and at the ovening of the fall term enrolled 108 pupils. Three 
more have since been added, but the number of boariers was reduced to 
68 in place of 79 of the vear before. 

The income from board ani tuition for 1908 was 1097 Turkish liras 
so that when the accounts were closed in Decenber the exvenditures were 


slishtly in excess of the receivts. The school labors under the disad-

In the second place there 
seemed to be unanimity of ovinion, anons those oualified to judge that a 
few changes were necessary in the curriculum in order to meet the conton 
demani for a course of training which should fit boys to enter on their 
careers with some knowledge of the essentials of business. In the third 
vlace it was agreed that the school needs a little judicious advertising 
of its merits. In view of these facts a committee of the faculty after 
working for several months on a revision of the curriculum sucesssfully 
solved the vroblen of introducing nore commercial studies without in any 


Amons the iumediate vrosvects of the school ere a new illustrated cata- 
logue, the celebration in June of the 25th anniversary of the founding of 
the institution, and last but not least a beautiful buildings which is to be 
erected wholly by the Alumni and is to be knownas Alumni Hall.: 

The Bovs’ Orvhanage of RBariezas has had a successful year and one long 
tc be remembered in its history. In Sentember a fine commodious Home for 
these voor boys was comvoleted at a cost of about 850 liras and was dedicated 
with heartfelt gratitude ani rejoicing. The number of bovs enrolled is 
77 and the amount contributed for their exvenses by varents, friends and 
local churches has been 240 liras. The balance necessary for the suvvort 
of the Home has come from Switzerland, England ani the United States. In 
svite of many difficulties Yiss Newnham has continued her heroic and unsel- 
fish work in caring for the interests of the boys, and it is the hove of 
all her friends that she may have the deserved vrivilege of enjoying the 
fruit of her seven vears of consecrated service. 

In closing the revort of the Niconedia Field it seems fittings to pda) 
a tribute of avpreciation to the absent nenbers of the Bardezag Station and 
acknowledge the debt which this field owes to their courage and anselfish 
devotion to duty. Way they be restored sveedily and in good health ho the 
work in which thev have been so signally blessed. :

For the Year 1904-5, 
Union of Stations. 
Before the réturn of Mr. and Mrs. Pierce to America in 1890 the 
nsolidation of Constantinople and Nicomedia stations was voted with 
eir full approval, and this action was ratified later by the Pruden- 
al domnittee of the Board, as is recorded in the Board's Annual 
port for 1891.

The efforts made to place an evangelist in the Nicomedia 
field seemed t% have reached a successful culmination when lir.Chrisva- 
pore Ljedjizian was called from kngland to take up this work in Jans 
1901, but a singular accident occurfking within a week of his arrival 


laid him aside and at present writing there iS practically no hope of 


being able tn undertake the work. This fact is regretted by all those 
7 who lmow th needs of the field and the rich opportunities for evan- 
gpelistic and educational work, but the first steps,at least, have been 
valen and all that remains to be done is to find the right. man. It 
may be worth while to emphasize the fact that, if genuine and permanent 
results are expected,the man selected should be one of apostolic

There are 1c classes, including 
a large pastor's class,with an average school attendance of 270. The 
veachers’class meets on iriday afternoons under the leadership of the 
resident missionary.

In the beginning of summer, Wessrs Chambers and Herrick with their 
nives returned from the United States to their respective posts, sost 


of the other members of the station took needed vacation longer or short-- | 


er in the summer. Aealth has been graciously preserved to all. 

Our Station Report, to which those representing the several depart- 
sents of the mwork have contributed, has been made as brief as possible. 
The report of the Publication Department of the three missions is made ~ 
separately, as is also that of the Treasurer and Business Department. 


THR BVANGRLICAL CHURCHES. 


Under the careful and conscientious management of the architect 


and contractor, ¥r.Sdepan Igzmirlian,’,\the work on the new church building 
in Pera has made good progress, and will be a very handsome and commo- 
dious structure, substantially built of brick and stone. The audience 
room will seat five hundred persons, and belor the audience room are 
rooms for a seek-day school, a Sunday school, and social and devotional 
meetings. Special religious service well attended by Armenians and 
foreign friends, was held on December 27, and a zinc box, containing 

an Armenian Bible, an historical address delivered by the Pastor, Rev. 


Arsen Schmavonian, and a Turkish address, was deposited in a cavity of the | 


marble stone placed at the left hand corner of the second storey or 
audience rcom. It is hoped that the church will be completed and de- 
dicated in the Autumn. It is-expected that the parsonage, adjoining the 
church, will be ready for occupation at the same time. The Pirst &van- 
gelical Armenian Church of Constantinople (and of Turkey), organized in 
1846, will then, so far as material/ furnishing goes, be fully equipped 
for its work. Composed, at its organization, of 40 members, the church 


has now, in its three branches, 166 communicants. The Pera congregation, 


largely composed of young people, has an able and devoted pastor. The 


average church attendance has been 125, and the gifts of the Pera congrega- 


tion, for all objects, have amounted to £t.381,. | 


| 
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The services of the Scutari chapel have been conducted, alternately, 
by the pastor and by Professor Jejizian, with an average attendance of 
95, and the gifts, for church and school amounted to £t.38. The Sunday 
school has had an enrollment of 50, largely from Gregorian Armenian 
families. N. 

The Bible House congregation, ministered to by Pref. Krikorian, has 
had an increased attendance averaging 150, and has contributed for reli- 
gious and charitable objects £t.108, 

The Langa church, since the death of their late beloved pastor, has 
made various attempts to supplybis place, but thus far without success. 
The congregation, has been ministered to, the past year, in the foman’s 
Board building by Wessrs Barnum and Greene and by Wr.Christapor Jejizian. 
The congregation averaged about 50 in the summer, and about 100 during the 
remainder of the year. Its religious and charitable gifts in 1905 asount- 
ed to £t.57. This church still waits for the Imperial firman to build 
on the fine site bought in 1880, Ats members, numbering 72, are mostly 
young people, its location is central. Its two greatest needs are a 
pastor and a house of rorship. 

The chapel at Hasskeuy is still used for public worship, with an 
attendance of from 40 to 70, nearly all Gregorian Armenians. Mr.Sdepan 
Chorigian conducts Sabbath service and Sunday school class, a neek-day 
meeting for the women and visits from house to house. &xtreme and hope- 
less poverty is a very discouraging element at Hasskeuy. 

Very fen of the many thousands of Armenian laborers, sent back to 
their home in the interior in 1896, have been permitted to return to the : 
capital, but not a few provincial laborers and their families still remain, 
and are found in various parts of the city, particularly in the great 
valley extending from Kassim Pasha to Ferikeuy. MWr.Karekin Koundrajian = 
has a service for such at Papaz Keupru, and is indefatigable in visiting _ 
the sick and poor Protestants throughout the city. In short, as city 
evangelist, his parish is in every quarter. _ 

Both the missionaries and their co-norkers in the capital have 
longed for the special presence and blessing of the Holy Spirit. This 
has appeared in our Winisters’ Meetings, and is the constant subject 


of 
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of prayer in private and in public. 
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In the earty worning of Saturday, September 2, a fire broke out in 


Adrianople, shich continued sixteen hours, and destroyed some 2300 
buildings, including the Protestant chapel and parsonage. The chief 
sufferers were the Jews, the Greeks and the Armenians. It is a great 
mercy that the market places were spared and Bhat the agents of some ] 
twenty insurance companies were soon on the spot, ready to pay for losses 
to the amount of some 150,000 Turkish liras, about one tenth of the | 
total loss. The parsonage and chapel, had been used for more than forty | 
years. Unfortunately the community had not secured the insurance of the 
building, and all was lost save the organ and some moreno: 2 Protestants, 
however, did not specially suffer, save one Greek brother, the aged | 
deacon of the church who was the care-taker of the builaini and resided 
in the same. Or.Greene spent several days in the city soon after the 
fire, visited all the Protestant families, held meetings in two houses 
on the Sabbath and was able to collect substantial aid for those who had 
suffered loss. fhe church members, numbering 31, were not cast down, 


and have already begun to contribute to a fund for a the chapel.

A Greek student from Warsovan preached to them for onths and was 
with them at the time of the fire. Since then the Greek speaking and the 
Turkish speaking brethren have maintained regular services by themselves 

in private houses. They gave in 1905 nearly £t.16 for relisious and 

charitable purposes.

The school year 1905-6 has entered on its ninth month under satisfac- 
torycircugstances. In the sight months past there has been no serious 
illness and no disaster, for which we feel deeply grateful to the kind 
Providence which has shielded us from harn. 

fle have had in all thirty three boarders two of whom left us in 
January. One we sent to the Arsenian hospital in Constantinople and later 
to the German hospital: in the other case the parting was a sutual 
satisfaction. 

There have been thirty day pupils most of mhom are still in attendance. 

The Kindergarten has enrolled thirty-three dear little children. 

Thus ninety-six names have been recorded altogether, and the atten- 
dance has been ¢gratifyingly regular. In some directions we rejoice in 
visible progress, in others $here is much to desire. 

A Self-governsent Association has been organized and on the whole 
has worked well. The girls are rather young for it but we feel that 
the responsibility thrown upon them is maturing and developing their 
character. 

The little band of ten church members meets for prayer on Sundays. 
fle hope there is a deepening of the spiritual life among these but re 
long for an outpouring of the floly Spirit on the whole school; and not 
only on the school but on the church and community. here. 

Our Greek department opened with oné and a half Greeks and I hear of 
several more whole ones who are likely to come next year. +

While the bright and the Gark continue to be mixed in a true re- 
port of the evangelical work in the Broussa field,we think that on the 
whole the bright aspects predominate;this makes our task easier and will 
certainly be more gratifying to those who desire to learn the ways the 
Master is taking in visiting anf blessing our varéous communities, 

Perhaps the less we say of Broussa itself the better,the church 
has been wofully misguided and,while the better part seem to be truly 
desirous of finding their bearings and righting the ship,mo real ad- 
vance has been made and things are drifting no one knows where, 

In the matter of securing a pastor,too,mo progress has been made 
and it is doubtful if a working basis could be found even if the best 
man could be obtaimed, The Right to rule is so strongly emphasized by 
a few of the leading men,that practically no voise is given to the 
rest of the chureh and,und@er the presemt circumstances,any pastor that 
might come would need to be a gervant and could not be a leadecer, 

Time of course will straighten the crooked and even the strongest 
bureauegracy finds sooner or later that the wishes of the common people 
have to be consulted. 

Notwithstanding the fact that so much time has been given by the 
resident missionary to matters pertaining to the American College for 
Girls ,Cons'ple,he has been able to do more than the average amount of 
touring and has been accompanied most of the time by either Mrs.Baldwin 
or Rev.Hagop D.Stepanian. Some tours have also been made by Dr,Barnum 


Migs Allen and wr.Riggs,all of whom report themselves as much encouraged 
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by what they found at the various places visited, The spiritual ther- 
mometer waries of course at the different outstations and christian 
work in the same place is marke4 by a rising and falling of zeal and 
activity j st in proportion to the presence and power of the Holy Spirit 
at G@ifferent times.

A small school has been opened by 
one of the young ladies of the place,a graduate of the American School 
for Girls ,Broussa;the attemance will no doubt increase if an assurance 
of permanency is given to the christian communities of the town, 
BALIKESIR,while mot an outstation,still has a number of wide awake 
consecrated men,able an’ willing to give for christian work, They may 


be said to be moulding themselves into an evangelical community; their 


 @esire is to get official recognition as Protestants and so avoid a ree 


petition of governmental prohibition of public worship,which two years 


ago so seriously interrupted their plans, We shall hope to hear good 


things from them ere long. 


SOLOZ. Rev.Hagop Filian has accepted a gall from this chureh and 
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yAS been with them since September. Hehas been active and successful 


in getting official permission to repair the church puilding,which has 
been so badly out of repair that the community were compelled to have 
their services in another building,bought with the view of moving the 
chapel to a new site, The difficulty of getting a firman and other 
circumstanees led them to adopt the course indicated above.

It remains to me to ad@ in closing that the scheme of cooperation 
adopted a yecr and a half ago has not worked well. The native element, 
all belonging to the Broussa church,gravely misapprehended the nature 
and the object of our mixed committee and the churches throughout the 
field manifested their disapproval of the management by declining to 
join in a general meeting for consultation and for the election of a 
new committee for this year. As a consequence,the time of the native 
members of our mixed committee having lapsed without others having been 
appointed to take their place,the station was obliged to leave the man- 
agement of the outstations in the hands of the missionary committee, 

It is possible that wiser counsels may prevail in the future anda 


the station stands ready to resume cooperation at any time,

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RBPORT OF ARMBNIAN GIRLS’ HIGH SCHOOL OF 
ADABAZAK FOR 1905- 1906. 


The school has enrollea this year 55 boarding pupils - an increase 
of 18 over the previous year - and 38 day pupils, a total of 103. this 
incluges the girls in the High school and Preparatory Department. 
{ne increasing number of Gregorian pupils, especially Gregorian day 
pupils 185 a matter of great encouragement in view of the great oreacn 
there has always been between the Protestant and Gregorian communities 
in Adabazar. this year 4/7 of the pupils are Gregorians. 

the Senior class numbers 10 pupils. several of these girls will 
pecome teachers and all of them we trust will be useful,women. Of Last 
year’s class which numbered 12 girls, 5 are teaching ( four in Constant- 
inoole and one in Zeitoun) and we hear very encouraging reports from all 
the rest. 

the school has been considerably handicapped this year on account 
of losing Miss Kiggs who had for the past three years filled so important 
a place in the school work. still the school considers itself very 


fortunate in having secured the services of Miss Andrews who has filled 


the place most acceptably,and will,it is hoped,stay on for another year. 
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BARDHZAG FOR BOYS.

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{t is with great thankfulness we can réport on this year’s experiences 
in ths Boys’ dome - God has prospered above anything we dared to hope and we 
feel that we owe very much to the prayers being offered for the work in 
many parts oi the world. 

Jur numbers went up higher than they had ever osen since the first 
rusb at tne opening of the Urphanage. We have registered 101 boys ana had 
an average through the year of 9Y. Out of this total, 44 boys paid accord- 
ing to their ability, i.e. varying from £12 per annum to £3 - bringing a 
total percentage to present time of £270 - leaving £36 to be collected or 
a3 much of it as possible. thus there were 55 entirely free orphans. Of 
course tne receiving of paying pupils 1S a great aid in managing the home. 

Jur principles are stili carried out, that every boy in the dome 

: must share in some useful work, elitner the house-work, serving, pookbinding, 
‘ gardening or our new venture of rug-making. it is hoped that this latter 
Will become a source of income as well as training some in 4 work by which 
they may earn their living as soon as they leave school. 

Sericulture has also proved renumerative as the boys do most of 
the digging of the mulberry gardens, and gathering leaves, etc. in the spring 
Last the sale of our cocoons brought in 7 liras, not nalf the success of — 
the tormer year owing to an outoreakof disease amongst the worms. 

this year a new industry has been started, viz.sock-knitting on 
4 machine that Ur.ChamberS ocrought from America. this has been entirely 
managed by our devoted worker Mile Maillefer, she having trained 3 boys 
who can now knit toe socks with Slight supervision. She also has taught 
many Others to mend neatly the socks that are worn into huge holes every 
week, for we have as yet failed to find any material strong enough to 
stand the wear oi restless boys and heavy country shoes. 

the mending and making of clothes has been superintended by an 
Armenian girl who has worked indefatigably for a nominal pay, showing her- 
self ready to put her band to anything that needed doing in the Home. 

Another most invaluable worker is the House Mother who has no 
easy task in getting the cleaning and dormitory work done by undisciplined 
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boys, and who is now the one responsible for the care of the delicate 
Silk-worms. 

Ne have bad no work done by the tailor this year the boys having made 


~ all the clothes that were necessary except some under-linen gratuitously 


sewn by the Protestant sisters at Ismid. We are greatly benefitted by 
the near neighbourhood of the High School, as 23 of our elder boys have 
- this year been attending there as day-scholars and enjoying all the advan- 
tages of Ur.Chambers’ Scripture lessons, #nglish preaching and untiring 
supervision as well as being under the care Of an exceptional set of 
masters. Naturally the Home itself is equally under Ur.Chamoers’ authority 
and care and nothing could exceed the fatherly interest he takes in each 
boys oersonally; that this 1S appreciated by the boys themselves is evident 
when there occurs any opportunity for expressing themselves. for example 
when he and Mrs Champers returned last year each face beamed with heartfelt 
joy, and down to the smallest they sagerly brought their paras that they 
nignt give a small practical token of their love. Now it is planned that 
the orphans who have attended the High scnool in time past should unite © 
in presenting a Kitson lamp for the fine new Alumni Halli now nearing its 
completion. 

fhe teaching staff 1n the nome ltseli consists of 4 Masters and a 
very efficient girl teacner for the Iniant Ulass. the younger Master was 
one of our owWn boys who graduated Irom the High school last year and has 
proved a great success, being more like an elder brother with the boys, 
leading their Sports, entering into their diliiculties and encouraging them 
in their Home duties in 4 Way that could hardly be done by one who had not 
passed through the Mill bimself. lois Baron Garabed it is who gathers 
our boys at 5.30 every morning when they read the portion for the day from 
the Scripture Union, the boys being divided into groups, each group led | 
by an elder boy. we find this regular reading very helpful, not only in 
training the boys in finding practical lessons for their daily life, but 
also as a bond of union with those who have left us and gone out into the 
world, they also taking cards and following the course with us. from and 
about these old boys we get some very encouraging repcrts - many are earn- 
ing their way by faitbful work 1n various stations of life in various lands, 
but all write with the sincerest affection of the Home where they were so 
happy and learned so much.

Iv.The Bithynia High School reports for the school 
year 1905-6,wyhich has been on the whole a comforting one. 
The total enrolment of pupils was 157,the average actual 
attendance being 148---86 boarders and 62 day-pupils. 
The fees fbr board and tuition paid by the pupils has a- 
mounted to 1200 Turkish liras,with 100 liras yet to be 
collected. The 1200 liras is just about sufficient to 
cover the expenditure of the year,including the salaries 
of the 8 native teachers and one American. But as we be- 
gan the year with a debt on running-expense account of 
S500 liras,we may be very glad if we succeed in closing 
with a debt of only 200. | | 

Former pupils in Turkey and America undertook ,with \| 
great enthusiasm,to erect an Alumni Hall,to include a . 
gymnasium,a reading-room,and an audience hall. The cost 
of the building was estimated at 500 liras,but it will 
overrun 700. The former pupils have raised 300 liras,so 
far,and are working nobly to redeem their promise. 

I cannot praise too highly our teachers,who form a 
noble staff of efficient and faithful Christian men. 

Of last year’s senior class of 6 pupils,three have 
given great satisfaction as teachers,during the past 
year---one in our orphanage,one in the Protestant com. 
munity school at Bardezag,and the other in the National 
Armenian school at Yenlidje. Another former graduate, 
after several years as teacher,has lately been ordained 
to the priesthood of the Armenian National church,in a 
village on the Black Sea coast. Not content with with 
his priestly duties alone he conducts the village school 
and writes me it thusiasm of the interest of both 
people and pupils, nfeading and expounding of the Scrip- 
tures.

Dear Sir: | 

I am very sorry to have to make my first official report to 
the Board of Trusttee of our Hospital, begin with the account of a dis- 
aster. Last night the house which we had rented for a hospital, with 
its contents, was destroyed by fire, and everything belonging to the 


hospital and all my personal effects were lost. We expected to open 


the new work on September first and upon its inauguration it was my in- 
tention to send you a report of every thing that we had accomplished 
since leaving America. After arriving here about the middle of May, 
we began at once searching for & suitable house. The fire at Scatari 
College had caused the trustees of that institution to think of a change 
of location, and 88 the Board of Advisors for the cOllege here felt that 
@ new location could not be found, and the process of building and 
moving finished under two years, they advised us to put the hospital in 
the most convenient place, and in the house best adapted to its purpose 
that we could find. After two months of searching and careful exan- 
ination of many buildings, we decided upon a house in Stamboul on the 
top of the hill near the Public Debt Building, and overlooking the 
Golden Horn and the Bosphorus. The property was centrally located, in 
the very heart of the old city, less than five minutes walk from the 
Bible House, ami not far from the quarter where our largest Protestant 


community live. Since the moving of the Imperial Medical School thre 
has been no hospital on this side of the Golden Horn within one or two 
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miles of our location. Before deciding upon this property, I talked 
with the American missionaries and professors of Robert College then in 
the city, and leased it with the unanimous approval of everyone con- 
sulted. This house was the old family house of es Turkish Pagha di-. 
vided into two parts, one for the women, the other for the men as the 
homes of most rich Turkish gentlemen are built. It had two good- 
sized gardens, running city water, gas, cisterns and a well. We rented 
this property for one year at Sixty Dollars a month, paying six months 
in advance. I expected to live with my family in the "selemlik" or 
men's part of the building, giving the other side up for hospital pur- 
poses, where there was room for thirty patients and necessary nurses 
and attendants. Dr. Wheat and I, together with the assistance of Miss 
Van Anderson and a native girl, the first applicant for the training 


school have been superintending the repairs and working for about two 
months to get the building in a good condition. | We had spent about 
Five Hundred Dollars in labor, material, fittings, and paint. All the 
belongings of the hospital, all Mrs. Carrington's and my own personal 
effects and medical outfit, the things belonging to the estate of the 
late Dr. Dudley, purchased in New York to gether with drugs and furnit- 
wae just received from London, were destroyed. 

It is a hard blow, but we have already begun to make our plans 
for a new start. 

On Wednesday, August 29th, there was nothing but a few fin- 
ishing touches to be made before the formal opening of the hospitel. 
Three of our employees were in ne building acting as guardians. The 
building caught fire at about 9 o'clock in the evening and was seen by 
poeple in the street whose cries and pounding upon the door awake our 


servants. The fire started upon the second floor and the flames were 
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not discovered until the whole building was burning. Practically 
nothing was saved because of the rapid spread of the flames and the 
interference of the police who arrested our men thinking that they 
might have been the cause of the disaster. I had placed Six thousand 
dollars insurance upon the contents of the building and if this is paid 
in full our losses will be small. . 

We have a lease on the property for a year and I feel that a 
better site for the hospital and a public benefaction to the city can- 
not be found. As we already have possession and some good outbuild- 
ings still standing it is believed here that it would be much easier to 
get permission from the Government to build on this site than to start 
in some new locality. For this reason we feel that if we can purchase 
the property at this time it would be a great thing for the future of 
the hospital. Even as a business proposition there is nothing against. 

The Location of the land is on the edge of the business district. 
Private dwellings are disappearing and office buildings are going up 
around it. Therefore the land will not depreciate in value and it is 
very likely to become much more valuable as time goes on. While the 
land itself is level one side of it touches a steep descent into the 
business quarter which will for all time prevent us from being shut in 
on that side by anything smaller than a New York “skyscraper”. On one 
side is a large house which we think might be rented for use until our 
own building is completed, while on the other side are the rooms of a 
little Turkish mosque which, according to the laws of the country, pre- 
vent business buildings to be put up there. 

Before closing this report I wish to add since my return to 
Constantinople Dr. Wheat and I have been examining and treat ing patients 
continually. We had a number of major operations awaiting the opening 
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of the new institution and expected that all the beds then ready would 
have been full by the end of the first week. If further proof of the 
need of a good hospital here were wanted our summer's work would amply 
supply it, while our training school for nurses is one of the greatest 


needs of this city. As an example let me say that Mre. Washburn, the 


wife of the ex-president of Robert College is now very ill with typhoid 
fever and inall this great city it has been impossible to find a trained 


nurse to care for her as the few here are employed by the hospitals and 
do not do private work, and we have had to call upon the resident 
nurse of Scatari College to come to her assistance. There is no doubt 
about the immédiate success of our training school. We have had many

seven Armenian and two Greek preachers,assisted by the Missionaries, 
have maintained religious services in seven different quarters of the city 
and in three languages throughout the year. Of the Armenian preachers, one 
is a professor in Robert College,one is the assistant editor of the Avadaper, 
and one is employed by the Bible house congregation as visiting visitor. 
As fruit of these Gospel ministrations the spiritual life of professed | 
Christians, with the blessing of God,has been sustained and strengthened, 
the children and youth of the congregations have been instructed in the 
truths of the Gospel and in the requirements of the Christian life,and many 
non-Protestants have been attracted and impressed by the Gospel message. 
Judging from the attendance on the varied services,from the love of the 
people for the truth as it is in Christ and from their willingness to labor 
and to make sacrifices for the sams,we can truthfully say that the past year 
has witnessed no loss; on the contrary,bas “witnessed some gain. 

The new church building in Pera,after mary delays,is abcut : 

comoleted,and will soon be dedicated. It is a beautiful structure,very 
convenient for public worship,and for ‘warisd religious services. Members 
of the church,not a few Gregorian friends in the city and friends in other 
lands have given generously in order to complete and furnish the church \ 
without debt. One member as a special donation, has given the seats and_ 
pulpit,another has given the bell,others have given memorial windows, and : 
all the members have contributed joyously both in personal labor and in money ) 
to furnish and beautify this their first church-home. The parsonage,om the | 
sane lot,is a commodious dwelling. Great crédit is due to the architect, | 
Wr. Sdepan Igmirlian,for his skillful and faithful work. The total cost of 
the church and parsonage will be somewhat more than $20,000, but two such 
structures could hardly be erected in America, owing to the difference in cost 
of labor, with less than three times this amount. We offer to the church - 
and congregation our hearty congratulations,and earnestly pray that this 
earthly house of God may be to many the means of progress in the spiritual life. 
and in the end the means of heavenly gain. May God help all the members to 
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apprehend their high calling and their great obligation to their Divine 
Master,and inspire them all to labor with one heart and with untiring zeal 
for the growth of the spiritual church and the extension of the Kingdom of 
God. f&specially do we pray that God may give strength of body,courage of heart 
and enthusiasm of spirit to the pastor of the church in the work to which 
he is called. The gifts of the church during the past year for all forms 
of Christian and benevolent work amounted to $1033. 

The services in the Scutari chapel as in the two previous years, 
have been conducted, alternately, by the pastor and Professor Jejizian, with 
increased attendance and manifest blessing. Divisions have been healed, the 
orayer meeting and Sunday school have been better sustained,and the young 
people’s meeting has secured the attendance and co-operaticn of auits 4a 
number of Gregorian Armenians. Not a few pupils of the neighbouring Armenian 
digh School are regular attendants on the publie services. fhe common school 
nas had a progoerous year. Its receipts for tuition amounted to $157, 

The services in the Bible House chaoel,conducted by the kev. 
Mr. Krikorian, have been well attended,and have m@énistered to the soviritual 
life of many in the congregation. A mecting for prayer attended by some 
twenty persons has followed sach services. [he congregation, though composed 
largsly of sojourners from the provinces,contains quite a number of families 
permanently settled in the capital,and so has acquired a more settled character, 
The Rev. Ghazaros Garabedian has done a useful work as visiting minister. The § 
contributions and special callections of the congregation have amounted to 
$369. The Bible House chapel,in its central location, is the one place in 
Stamboul, where native Protestants can bold general public meetings. 

The Langa church, worshioing in the quarter of Gidik Pacha, 
has at last secured its long desired ainister,kev. Krikor Dombalian,a graduate 
of Marsovan College and Seminary,a man of some twenty years’ ministerial 
experience and in the prize of life,ne began his ministerial services here 
on Sept. 30th, declaring in his first sermon,that it was his purpose not to 
know anything among his people save Jesus Christ,and him crucified. During 
the past eight months he bas labored indefatigably both to familiarize hin- 
self with the people and to feed the flock. de has already seen a considerable 
increase of attendants on the Sabbath services. With his coming a fresh 
attempt has been made to secure the permission to erect a church edifice 
on the Gedik Pacha site,and on account of the helo enlisted there is good hope 
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of success. If after twenty seven years of waiting,this hope is realized, the 
church, composed largely of young people, with an efficient pastor,and in a 
quagter better fitted for Gospel work thay any other auarter in Stambooul, 
Will be in a position of wide-and abiding usefulness. Since the new minister’s 
arrival seven persons have been received into the church-membershio. The 
gifts for Christian and benevolent work have amounted to $330. 

Mr. Chorigian has continued to do what he cculd, by Sabbath 
services and by visiting from house to house,to instruct and comfort the 
poor people of daskeuy, impoverished and decimated by thse events of 1895. 
This psople has been very grateful for the sympathy shown,and some of the 
attendants on Sabbath services have manifested signs of spiritual life. 
Qne young man belonging to this congregation some months ago went to America, 
and soon after his arrival was received into:theaméMbershin of the ivangelical 
Armenian Church of New York. At many of the public services there are 
attendants from other nationalities than the Armenians. 

5 ee Mr, Koundrajian’s labors as city missionary have been highly 
appreciated by individuals and familiss who haves come to the capital fron :

By freauent 
visitation, by the gifts of tracts and scriotures,and by gaterial aid he has 
done much to comfort and edify ths classes nentioned. 

The evangelical Greek church of the capital,in spite of | 
bitter opposition on the part of the Orthodox Greeks and of other untoward 
circumstances, has maintained its positicn and has faithfully witnessed for : 
Christ. Mr. Pameusis and Mr. Demetrakoooulos,with the aid of Mr. Riggs, : 
have maintained Sabbath services in four quarters of the city,and at the end - 
of every month a general meeting has besn held to offer special porayer for 
a revival. This mesting is well attended and all present take part in vrayer. | 
There is among these brethern a growing expectation that the Lord will 
visit them with a Pentacostal blessings. Not a fow Orthodox Greeks attend 
the Sabbath services;some from curiosity,some with strong prejudices, sone with } 
ennity, but all listen with attention,and many acknowledge that in the Pro- 
testant doctrine is found the way of salvation. Fear of their relatives, 
of the ecclesiastics, and,especially the fear of the loss of business, hinder 
nany from attaching themselves to the evangelical party. In spite of all this, 
three persons,one a graduate from the Greek theological seminary at Halki, 
one a deacon from Samos,and another,a priest of six years,have shown a 
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remarkabls love of the Gospel and firmness in holding 
to what they know and profess to be the truth. The priest,a remarkably well- 
read man,at length rem®ved to Smyrna,resigned his office,threw off his robes, 
and,in spite of hardsoio and abuse,has witnessed a good confession and found 
oelo from God. from him and many others,we learn that greaf discontent 
orevails amons the lowsr orders of ths clergy and among many of the people, 
on account of the moral and spiritual decay of the Greek Church. Such 
general discontent opens a great and wide door for voreaching the Gosvel of 
Salvation. During the past year four new members were received into the 


ae evangelical Greek church,and the gifts of the church for christian work and 
benevolence amounted to $417, 


OUTSTATIONS. 


ADRIANOPLE. 


The evangelical community of Adrianople, numbosring forty members, 
including children,has oasssd another year without a spiritual instructor. 
In the absence of aly common sanctuary,the Greek and Armenian Protestants, 

have maintained regular services in private houses,under the leadership — 
of the brethern, using in the one place the Greek,and in the other the 
Turkish langgags. Since the great firs of Sent. 1905 there has been great 
change and improvement in laying out the streets of the burnt district, and, 
a new site has been given for the Protestant chapel. fhe brethern have ex- 
pended$79,in removing to the new site building material in the form of | 
stones. A call for aid towards building a new chapel was made through the 
Missionary Herald a year ago,but no response has been received. Meanwhile, 
through the aid of an anglish lady a house has been secured in the Greek 
quarter,and will be used as a place of meetings. In a recent number of the 
Avadeper, mention was made of fifteen evangelical communities, some of very 
considerable size,within the limits of the Western Turkey Mission, which are 
at present without a preacher. fhe lack of means and men to provide spirit- 
ual instruction for these communities means the ruin of the work ere long. And) 
these are communities gathered at large expense of labor and money,and most 
of them are provided with commodious places of worship. We very earnostly 
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seeneatte invite the attention of the Annual meeting to this theme. 


RODOSTO.

Services have been regularly maintained in two auarters of this 
city, though, owing to the feeble health of the oreacher,the services have 
frequently been conducted by the teacher of the boy s’school. The church has 
suffered a great loss in the death of its deacon,who for years, by reason of 
ois zeal and exemplary life has been most helpful. On account of deaths 
and emigration the community has now very few male members. The boy s’school 
of 40 pupils, nearly all Gregorians has continued its good work,and a girl's? 
school of 31 pupils,nearly all of whom are from Gregorian families, has 
been started this year with the aid of the churches of the Bithynia Union. 
Aopeals have been made to the Woman’s Board of Missions to open a school here 
under the charge of two American ladies, but the Woman’s a 
the rare opportunity afforded for establishing a large and largly self- : 
suocorting school,could not afford tne means for the new enterprise. ly] 
regret this response,since the proposed school under the guidance of the 
American ladies,seemed to be the chief feasible means for saving the Protestant! 
community from extinction. The gifts of the congregation amounted to $90 : 
and the receipts for tuition amounted to 5154, 


Mr. frank Calvert an #nglish friend,who has a large farm near the Dardanelles, 
some months ago twice attended the evangelical services in this place and 
was much impressed by the very considerable number and the serious attention 
of the non-Protestants present and by the inadequacy and unsuitableness of 
the chapel. Invited by Mr. Hovhannes Ajemian,the preacher, Mr. Calvert and an 
inglish merchant of the town,Mr. W#hittall, became members af a committee of five! 
to raise money for a new chapel to the extent of 300 pounds sterling. In 
response to private letters,written by Mr. Calvert, the committee has already | 
recsived over one hundred pounds, mostly from foreiga friends,and now very 
earnestly asks for donations from native Protestants,and other Christian 
workers in Turkey. | 
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These English gentlemen are convinced that there is a wide 
nd very hopeful door in the Dardanelles,and they wish speedily to secure 
4 suitable Protestant place of worship. The leadership in this matter.of 


resident gnglish merchants is unique in the history of our Mission, and 
Surely deserves our thanks and suoport.

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REPORT OF GEDIK PAQHA FOR 1906 and 1907. 


The “open door”, for which the Mission boards have been praying 
sO many years, had been pushed father and father open in the city mission 
at Sedik Pasha. until, last year, it was fully demonstrated that a fourta 
inglish speaking worker was an absolute necéssiity. 


Miss Ada Binns of Bebek very kindly consented,against her natural 
preferences,to cOme to the rescue for a few months, last spring, but the auest 
for some one to take up the teaching in the fall proved all unavailing until 
oy a most Providential combination of circumstances Miss Constance Hickok, 
of Burlington, V¥t.,was found in wurope and was persuaded to come to Gedik 
Pasha. She has shown herself so wonderfully adapted to just such work as 
this that it is a matter of great regret that home duties call her back to 
America next fall. 


Although we have been exceedingly fortunate in securing for next 
year Miss Phelos,who has been spending the last year in Marsovan,#e cannot 
expect to find an available young lady every year for the small salary now 
granted by the Woman’s Board. So wé have put down in the list of our needs 
a fourth missionary 

There has been no interference with the attendance of the Turkish 
children since last September, altho 4 large number have come regularly thro 
the year. The enrollment of this natiorality has reached 30,n0t counting 
two who came for a few weeks. The attendance of the three nationalities has 
kept at about 170 most of the year. Since Jan. 1907 the tuition for those in 
the strictly Hnglish department has been increased from 20 to 30 piastres 
oer month,with no falling off in attendance. iii as 

The demand for Protestant Greek teachers is fa _ the supply, | 
and the pushing of the Greek work in our higher schools is urgent if we are to 
enter this other opening door. | 
The Sunday School with its average attendance of 208;:the industri 
al work to aid peor women; the private lessons to earnest interesting young 
men of all three nationalities, and the various prayer have continued 
much as usual. 
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With an exiled land-lord and the French holding heavy mortgages on 
the house,conditions look serions and we are still anxiously waiting for 
the $25000 to purchase the house instead of trying to release it next 
fall. Its situation on the border between the Moslem and the Abristian 
guarters could not be more favorable for the success of the Turkish department.

The Evangelical Church of Broussa was without a stated supply until 

the month of September, when Rev.d.Arabian, a graduate of last year’s fheo- 
logical class at Marsovan, atcepted a call from the congregation and began 
bis labors in the city. He is an interesting preacher, with a directness 
of appeal and personal application in his sermons, which with Goed’s blessing 
must in time yield abundant fruit. The field for pastoral work was hardly 
in a tillable condition and it remains to be seen how his talents in this 
line will develop. dis constitution is far from robust, and an attack of 
pneumonia about the beginning of March compelled him to give up work for 4 
time,and a fortnight ago he went to his native place, Bardezag, on a month’s 
leave of absence for rest and a change of air. ‘8 hope soon to welcome hin — 
back with restored health and renewed consecration. Partly through the 
presence of the Girls’ School and nissionary fauiiy, considerable importance 
has always been given to 5.5.work, and a fair attendance is evidence of the 
interest of the congregation. The department for the youngest children, 
nostly non-protestant, has been continued,as for several years past under 
the superintendence of Miss Allen i and the teachers for it are from the tezekes 
tee Boarding School and the young mén and women of the congregation.

REPORT OF THE AMBRIGAN SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 


The School opened September 5th with the same teaching force as last 
save in the Armenian department. One teacher having left to get married, her 
place was supplied by a graduate of hda Mizar, the Master of the Boys’ digh 
School taking the two higher classes. Forty-one of the old pupils returned | 
and 19 new ones were received; nearly all have proved good sciiolars. There ~ 
have been 43 boarders and ‘including the Kindergarten ,we have had 96 pupils 
in attendance during ‘the year. The Greek dopartecst numbers four - an in- 
crease of three over last year. fhe C.&.Society raised $20 through an 
entertainnent, and this success enabled them to put a child in the Kindergarten 
and nelp, to the amount of three liras | towards the tuition of a boy in Konia, 
in addition to the support of their India Orphan. Qwinz to the increased 
number of boarders an old building adjoining the school premises was rented 
and fixed up for dormitories. [The winter has been a long and trying one but

in spite of much sickness no serious results have occurred. Aside from the 
usual services of the school, visiting nissionaries and friends have given us 
the pleasure of listening to an occasional fnglish sermon. 

There is no marked religious interest in the school, only two having joined 
the church, but the general spirit of the school is better than last year. The 
society of Self-Government, started last year in cooperation with the teachers, 
nas done good work. There is to be quite a change in the teaching force next 
year; our Matron, who has been connected with the school for nine years, is to 
leave us and take up missionary work in the village of Chalgara. [bree 
nore of the native teachers are leaving , but we are fortunate in havine already 
found substitutes. ié@ hope also to have a young lady from Kurope, who will 
combine the teacaing of music and French. As the school year draws near 
its close we lift up grateful hearts to the Giver of all good gifts who has 
led us safely through another year 


laking up the Outstations in alphabetical order, Banderma comes first on the

7 For many years we have known and esteemed a most worthy brother of this) 

who has been quietly working for Christ; other earnest christians have also 
become residents of the place and there is now a Protestant conmunity of about 
50 souls. They have been accustomed to meet for worship on the Gabbath , 

and in mid week in a room hired fpom a Gregorian, a member of the Banderma 
chureh conducting the services. fhe attention of the Mutessarif was called to 
these meetings and he interdicted them; we hope the interruption will be of 
short duration, I have called the attention of the Vali of Braussa to the 
interference and his letter will no doubt set things right. I should add with 
reference to. the brother referred to that he is a most successful business 
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nan, and as liberal as he is successful; 100 or 200 pounds are nothing in his 
estimation, if by giving them he can advance the Lord’s work. due fully be- 
lieves that he will see a church established and a building erected in Bali- 
kesir, and there is every reason to expect that he will be one of the main 
pillars of it. Recently he has conmpleted a large factory,and he almost 
regrets having built it lest it occupy his time too fully and not leave hin 
ihe opportunity he wishes for spiritual work. He can hardly share this 
tsar, as he is in partnership with the Lord and has consecrated 20% of the 
cains of the factory to christian work. 


BILBBJIK The year for which kKev.H.H.Odian was called to this chureh 
axpired on the ist of November, and, as no special attachment sprung up 
oetween preacher and people, neither party was prepared to continue the relation, 
Since that time the teacher has also supplied the pulpit. [he writer on 
invitation spent part of the week of prayer with this congregation and attended 
their yearly business necting ,when a very satisfactory financial statement was 
nade, showing a fund of about 70 liras on hand for the erection of a new church 
ovilding in the near future. fTbrough special efforts a very large school 
was opened in the fall and many Gregorians were admitted; the persistent oppo- 
sition of the ecclesiastics was however ,uniortunately successful in drawing 
away most of the non-protestantspJhis we think cannot last long as our school 
is unquestionably much better than the national school. 


CHALGARA, About all that we can say of this large village is that Mr. 
Simon Papazian has kept the door open for a new work that is to be begun in a 
few days.. Several ysars ago on my making a report of a tour to this place, 
3 young lady who heard me set her heart on going to work for that poor, ignorant 
and needy people, @Zhe is a graduate of the “dome School” as it was then 
called, and for the past nine years has rendered most efficient service in 
the American School for Girls, Broussa. 

She had expected to be entirely independent but a christian family in 
America has become interested in her enterprise ard will help support her: 
friends will not be wanting for such a selfdenying work,and, as Miss Mianzara 
Kaprielian is very efficient along industrial lines as well as educational, 
we have every reason to expect that she will exert an influence over this 
simple people, which will be uplifting in every respect. 


GOLDAGH. Men and means not being at our disposal, all we have been able to 
do for this place was to help maintain a common school. It seemed at one time 
that this would be closed,as the teacher was taken into our Boarding School for 
further instruction, but as the illness of her mother compelled her to return 
home after a few weeks, we may very properly say that she was prov4ientially 
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restored to her work. 


JBRRAH. We have here an illustration of the truth that the natter of 
self support in our chubches is to a much greater extent than we ordinarily 
think dependent on the desire or will, and not so much on supposed ability. 
The Jerrah people can hardly be e3lled a well-to-do community in conparison 
with other olaces in the fielde ye might reasonably have expected that their

SOLOZ. The prospects of the work here brightened considerably in the 
beginning of the year. Success in getting permission to repair the chapel, 
which had for years fem=sssées been unusable, drew the people closer together, 
and the last Sunday in Oc ober when we rededicated the chapel was a day of 
great rejoicingsx. Ahis wy, however, was destined to be of short duration, for 
just four weeks later the chapel mae burned, having been set on fire. Con- 
Siderable difficulty has been met in getting a permit to put on a new rocf, 
but the Vali has become interested in the case and we are waiting daily for 
official Gonfirmation of the news we have rece ived from other sources to the 
effect that the local government had given a decision in favor of the permit. 
The severe winter has brought another great calamity on the village, all their 
Olive tregs having been frostbitteng Abe trees will doubtless recover in the 
course of two or three years, but t.le loss of any fruitage for that length of 
time will seriously embarrass the people, who depend mainly on the income fron 
this source.

YENIJBH. After 35 years of continuous work in this place as teacher , 
preacher and pastor, Rev.Hagop Der Stepanian has withdrawn from the chureh and 
taken up his residence in Broussa. Both he and the resident missionary regret 
exceedingly the severiag of the ties which had so long bound together this 
pastor and people. Through wise fore-thought, great self denial and liberality 
Pastor Hagop had built up one of the largest and most prosperous churches this 
part of the country and he fully expected to end his days among the people he 
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so much loved. 


Adverse influences have prevented the realization of this bope, and the 
church must wait in hope for brighter times in the future. 
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THE NICOMBDIA FIELD ---1908.. 


In looking over his field of work for the year,one is ,at 
first glance, tempted to regard t.le successful efforts as “set edgewise like 
thin streaks of lean,in exceedingly fat bacon”. But wef are really too near 
the events to be able to say positively whether the progress of the year 
is to be represented by the“thin streaks of lean” or (and God grant that’ 
this may be the right view). by the overwhelming quantity of fat”. 4 pvleasing 
and perhaps the most useful,course to pursue in preparing one’s report, would 
be to adopt the suggestiscn of the old #nglish sun-dial,which bore the legend, 
“IT only mark the sun-lit hours”. It is true that the sunless hours leave 
deep impressions too. They certainly give occasion for earnest heart-search- 
ings. But the sun-lit hours are the smiles of God,and they fill our hearts 
with courage,sanctifying the darkness which has chastened us,and sending 
us forward with -a more confident step and with a richer experience of God.

| At one of these si RS SY have a quadnt little old chapel, 
that you night thrust ‘into your pocket were it not for the space taken up 
by the great cracks in the floor and the holes in the mud-plastered walls. 
The people were so overwhelmed by a gift of $15.00 for repairs that they 
decidedto fuffil the dreary of years andtotally rebuild their place of 
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worship. Ror years they have been “gathering sticks” for the purpose, and 
they will do most of the manual labor themselves,so that six nore gifis 
like the one they are now rejoicing over will make them happy in the posses- 
sion of a more suitable place in which to present themselves before the

At another place (Ovajuk) a beautiful chapel was dédicated, after 


many years of self-sacrificing prevaration and sarnest looking forward to 
that day. 


4. The Bithynia High School and the Boys’ Home project a broad 
dash of sunlight, not altogether unrelieved, however by shadows. The enrollment ¢ 
of puoils has been 292 -- 38 nore than last year. Of these 93 were boarders 
in the high school building,58 were day-pupils from the villags,and 141 
were in the Boys’ Home,about 80 of these last being free orphans. The large 
buildings erected 9 few years ago with sone misgivings as to whether they 
would ever be filled,are now packed and crowded and a new building is being 
planned for. The beautiful new hall which was presented to the school at 
last Commencement by the alumni,is serving a splendid purpose. The work 
of the school this year has been fully up to our expectations. For board 
and tuition in the high school the sum of nearly 1400 liras has been collected, 
Nhen all the fees for the present schoo! year have been collected the sun 
wiil reach at least 1450 liras. The salary list is 530 liras for the year, . 
ooarding and other exfenses 374 liras, total 150% liras. From the Board’s 
aopropriation and from orivate sources to help poor pupils we received 89 lirasg 
That leaves 19 liras to apply on 2 debt of orevious years. we have had 
3 greater expenditure this year than other years because of the increased 
price of provisions and fuel,and also because of the addition to our staff 
of a Swiss gentleman for our French classes . | 

The income of the Boys’Home from fees is 450 liras and from 
donors 505. The expenditure foots un to 850 liras, Jeaving us with a balance 
on hand of 105 liras. That balance will be expended this summer on neces- 
sary repairs and improvements.

Dear Sir: 
I found that the reason Mr. Peet did not answer your letter in 
full in regard to the measurements of the land, etc., was because the 


people who own the property on which the old hospital was burned flatly 
refused to sell. 


We hear indirectly that they want to sell to us, but 
that they have been ordered not to by the Government. For that reason 
it may be months before we know definitely whether we can obtain the 
property. In the meantime, 80 that the work may go on, I have been 
looking fOr other buildings. Yesterday we closed a bargain for a ww 
building, and although the lease has not been signed I do not think 
there is any doubt but that we will be in our new quarters before this 
reaches you. The building has just been finished. It was built to 
be used as an office pbuilding. It is in the same quarter as the 
building which was burned, on the same street but on the opposite side 
of the way, about a hundred yards further up the hill. It is built of 
reinforced concrete, four stories high, with a flat roof, tiled so that 
it may be used as a place for airing the patients. We have leased the 
basement and the two upper floors, which are all connected together 
through the main entrance of the building. The ground floor, which we 
have not leased, is made up of shops, or stores which open on to the 
street, and are in no. way connected with the interior of the building. 
There are twnety-four rooms on the two upper floors, opening off of 


two main halls, one above the other. The halls are paved with tiles, 
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and the cement floors of the rooms are covered with closely laid boards. 
This building will give us as near as is possible without building, a 
modern hospital, and as the building is new and has never had tenants 
in it before, there are no repairs to be made and very few changes. 

Our landlord is willing that we should use it as a hospital and is go- 
ing to put in two necessary extra chimneys, modern water-closets and 


gas throughout the building. We are to pay 310 liras a year in semi- 


annual payments, and we are to have a lease on the building for three 
years, with the privilege of buying at any time for 5600 liras. (This 
makes in American money the annual amount paid in rent $1364.00, and 
the price of purchase $24,640.00.) For any other country this is a 
very, very low rental, but for Constantinople Mr. Peet and I consider 
it fair for what we are getting. Our building is fire-pvoof and will 
nicely hold thirty patients, eight or ten nurses, and my family. As 
soon as we get permission to have 4 hospital from the Government I can 
move my family out and we will then be able to accommodate about fifty 
or sixty patients, and a few more nurses in the Training School. 

I saw Mr. Leischman, the American Embassador, yesterday, and 
we talked the matter over. He feels that we are likely to have trouble 
and a fight with the Government wherever we start and thinks that we 
might as well start in at once in these good quarters as to wait longer. 
He says he will put in the application for permission to open the hos-~ 

pital as soon as we are well settled in the building and says that he 
is ready now to push it through and back us up to the full extent of 


his powers and ability, which makes me feel very much more comfortable 
and satisfied in starting. | 

Taking this fine, large building willincrease our yearly ex- 
penses somewhat more than I expected, but as it has come to us and the 


owner was willing we should use it as a hospital (he is a French gentle- 
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man and a nice man to deal with) and as Mrs. Van Anderson is working to 
raise money for us,I feel that it is right to go ahead and hope our 
trustees will approve of my action. From the letters I have received 
from Mrs. Van Anderson I feel that she is putting forth every effort 

to raise money for us, and if the Board of Trustees will extend a help- 
ing hand I have good confidence that within a year we will be in good 


shape financially. As soon as the lease is signed I will write you 
again. There is no doubt in my mind that everything is settled, as 
the owner began yesterday making the necessary changes we have asked 
for, which will cost him somewhere in the neighborhood of three or 
four hundred dollars. The agreement between us was that we should 
sign the lease and papers, when the changes were finished and he tum 
the building over to us. He is trusting us to take it and we are —

this good building to work in it will put off the question of buying a 


trusting him to turn it over to us within two or three weeks.

sentlemen: 
A review of the madicel asnect of the work since my return 
to Turkey last May, is verysatisfactory both to our friends here and 
nyself. I have always felt thet there was a great need for an American 
surgeon in Stamboul, and the number of petients who have aA eta ie come to 
us, has proven beyone doubt that my beliefs upon this point were correct. 
I rented office rooms in the Bible House, which is the iékdetarters for 
‘merican cheriteable and educstionel work in the Turkish Empire, end be- 
van 2 elinie soon after our errival, in order to get in touch with the > 
people whom we hope to help through our institution. The object of our 
Hespital is to treat the sick poor of this ereat city in 2 modern and 
seientifie manner, end to train young women to become nurses, so that 
they may go out and minister to their people. The city is swarming 
with persons in need of medical ané surgical help, and the clinical 
work which I heave been able to accomplish during these past months has 
oroven beyond a doubt, thet eadequete hospitel facilities do not exist. 
‘erdly a week has passed, since I began work here, that cases treated in 
the so-eslled "free" hospitals of this city have not applied to us for. 
edmission into our Hospital; either because they have received no bene- 
fit or because they were uneble to pay for further treatment. I have 
olso discovered that the question of nurses is as urgent as I had be- 


lieved. An efficient trained nurse for work outside the hospitals is 


“lmost impossible to find, and the few in the hospitals are so con- 
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stantly employed that I have had to cell in servants and Associate 
‘issionery Ladies to act as nurses for American petients under my care. 
such conditions prove thet we have s field to work in so large, and so 
reedy that no matter how great or how prosperous our institution may 
become, it will be many years, before we cen make much more than an 
impression, upon the conditions now existing. 

It is my desire and I believe you ere entirely in sympa- 


thy with me, to make the American Hospital a center of scientific, hy- 


sjenic, and sanitary work, which will affect the whole city and produce 
lesting results. Our streets are in a most horrible condition, filth, 
mud and dead animals in all directions; end it is only influence, sug- 
~estions, and object lessons coming from a well orgenized institution 
thet can change this state of affairs. Still, I sam sure it can be done. 


The milk of the city is not inspected and those who supply it, dilute it 


end sell it in a most filthy condition using not the slightest care to 
erotect it from infection. There is little doubt that with persistent 
education, this can be remedied end thovsands of children's lives saved 
by introducing modern methods in milk distribution. We have no quaran- 
tine for contazious diseases, and I might go through the whole list of 
scientific methods for uplifting the poor with a like negative revort. 
It is my belief that our Hospital will be © greet faetor in bringing 
shout the reforms that are so needed end arebound to come, when they 

sre brought clearly and tactfully before the government and people of 
this lande These things can be accomplished, and we sre foing to do it | 
- if, we have the financial becking of the American Peovle. It is be- 
cause the better class among the ruling race do not know snd have not 


been taucht how to remedy these things thet these conditions exist. 


I am coming in contect with officials and othergof this class every day, 


end although I have had an experience of eight years in this country, 
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tT am still appalled by the sabsolvte isnorance shown by them elone these 
1ineSe I have now under my care a baby belonging to a Turkish Naval 
\fiecer of some prominence. The man sneaks English and is well-edu- 
cated, still, since the child became ill six weeks eazo, he has not heen 
washed or cleaned in any way because the parents are afraid they will 
increase his illness. I see no way of resching this class of people 
excent throuch the treined nurses and I am sure, we are on the risht 
rosd to secomplish resuits, for they take kindly to suseestions when given 
in a friendly manner. We have now only one native girl,in training, 
hecause we felt that it was better to take Probsationers one at a time 
es our work STEW e I have four or five others whom I can call at any 
time, all belonging to educated families anc really the “pnick" of the 
“irls lately eradunated from our American schools. The .one who is with 
us is a Greek, thoroughly educated and speaks five langusses. She is 
very enthusiastic ebout the work and hes shown in every way that she is 
willing and ready to serve our institution and her people. AS soon as 
ve begin to take rnatients into the new building we hope to call one 
more girl, and eraduelly as the time passes increase the number. IT 
feel that our institution here is in 2 most prosperous condition. The 
building is sll that can be desired anc we have approximately Five 
Thousend. Dollars' worth of supplies owned by the Hospitel. 

During the next two or three years we need to feel that 
our running expenses are guaranteed, anc if we know that we can draw 
for this purpose about Seven Thousand Dollars annually, we shall be able 


to work emong the poor instead of the rich of this city. Of course, 


there will be a small income, even if we take this course of action and 
it will increase each year as the work erows, so reducing the amount of 
money we will need to call for from America. It is possible here, for 
rich people to be well cared for in the foreign hospitals, but it is 


almost impossible for the very poor to get adequate treatment in cases 
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where difficult operstions must be performed and where medicines snd some- 
times food must be supplied free of charce. I believe if we can do our 


work among the poorer class of patients, our institution will be screatly 


blessed, for I feel that our energies should be expended in this direction, 


rether than in caterine to the rich who will help us to pay ovr running 


expenses. We will reech the rich people in their own homes throurch our 
trained nurses st a later date. I am undecided es to what course to 


nursue in regerd to this question, becanse, as we start out now, so will 
our reputation be made. If our Hospital is known as e& hospitsl for the 
rich it will be almost imrossible ior us .ever to set = hold upon the poor. 
vy symvethies elso, are very much crawn in the direction of working amone 
the poor, for almost dsily, l see cases, which if we oats take into the 
Tospitel free of cherge, would save grest sufferings and lives. A few 
ays 2 poor boatmen brovenht his dauchter to our clinic suffering 
"rom a disease of the hip which will take & very radical and difficult 
operation, end need a number of months' nursing in the Hospital to cure. 
She is e pretty, bright little girl of six, and if she is not operated 
upon, and lives, she will go through life with a deformity which will 
orevent her earning a livine or being married, the ultimate aim of every 
Turkish girl,- as the Turks have an inborn prejudice against takines a 
young women for « wife who.is deformed. I cannot take up this case, 
end others like it, until we heave decided vpon a course of action, end 
I know that our expenses will be met. 

You have employed lirs. Van-Anderson to raise the money 
both to carry on the running expenses and to build the Hospital. I be- 
lieve thst she is one of the few women who can do this for cn. tat after 


my experience last yeer in New York, I know that it is prectically im- 


vossible to raise a large amount of money for a hospitsl unless one has 
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en entre to the rich end charitably inclined neonle of America. So much 
denends upon our success at this time if we sare to builé and carry on a 
lerge end influentiel institution ond do the things I have outlined to you, 
thet I beg of you as a Board and as friends, to sive Mrs. Van-Anderson 

211 the essistance in your vower, to reach those persons who are likelv 
so become our benefactors. I can assure you that if we who are working 
here cen feel that the financiel burden is off our shoulders, it will re- 
lieve our minds and give us edded strength to carry out the vlens which 
are so near to. our hearts. iy plans for the coming yeer are well formed, 
end from the way everything has come to us and the fine start we already 
have, I feel that God's blessing is with us. There is = very efficient, 
young Greek physician, who is reedy to come to us as ean Assistant. I 
expect to open e clinic at the Hospital, at once, for we are situated 

in one of the most interestins and thickly populated Turkish quarters of 
the city. We have elreacy a clinic soing at the Bible Youse, and I should 
like before the year is endec, to start another in one of the near by 
Christian quarters. As soon es the osnital fills up and we have two 
operating days a week, a great part of my time must be spent eamone the 
petients and in executive work. Therefore, I do not see how I can get 
alons without en Assistant much loncer I hone Miss Redfern will be-able 

to come to us next summer end relieve itiss Ven-Anderson from the charge 

of the Nurses' school so that she cen give all her time to the superin- 
tendence of the domestic department. Dre Post, of Robert College, has 
offered to help us on operating days end give a course of lectures to 

the nurses. These additions to the Staff, with the new Probsationers 
taken in from time to time, will sive us e211 the help we need for the 


oresent. Our outfit is very complete now, and it will not be necessery 
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to add much to it this year. If lirs. Van-Anéerson succeeds in. reising 

2 lerge sum of money, I am growing more and more of the orinion that we 
will eventvelly think it is best to buy the building we have now rented. 
There is a very fine piece of property just onrosite us, where we could 
out uy other buildings when it becomes necessoesrv. IT believe the bunild- 
ins we are now in is strong enough to take st least one more story and if 
ve owned it we could turn the stores on the sround floor into rooms for 
the Administration Department. 

Before meny years have passed, I hope every member of 
this Board will have had an opportunity to inspect this work for himself, 
and I want you, when you come, to find an institution of which you will 
be croud to be a Director.

Sureseon in Charee. 
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It seems a strange providence that the first évangelical Church ,in 
J 


uly 1848, should not have been pernaitted to enter its home until October 
20 in 1907. Whatever explanations may be offered for this one cause for 
rejoicing stands out distinctly and that is that through the viesicitades 


of sixty-two years this pioneer church held together and at last was 


privileged to consecrate a noble structure as its house of prayer. The 
new church building stands next to the German Embassy chapel in the Ainaleh 
Tchesme quarter of Pera. §§$ The structure impresses one by its look of 
solidity and the grace of its proportions. The location offered serious 
architestaral difficulties but every one of them has been overcome so that 
the church and tho homelfke parsonage adjoining it do ample credit to the 
architect, Mr.Iisnirlian and the building committee on which Mr.Peet served. 
The dedication excercises were simple but impressivs, beginning 


in the morning with the handing of the keys by the Protestant Vekil to the 
pastor, Mr.schmavonian, and closing with a quiet communion service at 


sunset at which 14 young men and young women made public profession of 
their faith. The service held in the morning was attended by a large 
number of Gregorians. Among other repressntatives sere three from the 
Arnenian Patriarchate. Prof.Ujedzizian preached the sermon and Dr.Greene 
offered the dedicatory prayer. At the afternoon services addresses 

aere made by Dr.Matteosian, Dr.Washbarn, Hagop #f.Garmirian, Mr.Demetra- 
kopoulos, and Mr.Allen. The communion service was conducted by the 
pastor who was assisted by Badvelli Utudjian, the aged surviving brother | 
of the first pastor of the church. 
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The Armenian daily papers gave many columns to full accounts of the 


church and the day’s exercises. There #as not a word of criticism but 


congratulation and approval were strongly expressed. 


The first few months of residence in the new church home have been 


marked by quiet and steady work. The average attendance is 140. A 


ladies’ society already in existence is now supplemented by 4 young Ladies’ 


Auxiliary and steps have been taken toward organizing a Y.M.C.A. There is | 
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also a Sunday School. The total number of living members is 203, 
It may be interesting to some to know that the lot on which the church 
Stands is valued at 3000 liras and that the cost of the building was about 


8000 liras. More than 1000 liras sere raised within two ysars in the city. 


Many Gregorians contributed, some very generously, while a five lira 


gift stands to the credit of a Persian and a 22 lira carpet is the gift 
of a hete—sortet Jew, | 

The branch church in Scutari is ministered to in turn by Prof.Djedzizian 
and the pastor. The services are well attended, sometines the chapel 
being nearly full. Through the winter months an experiment was made in 
having lectures on religious themes every fortnight, alternating with the 
prayer meeting. The experiment was a little too successful to suit the 
ideas of the police department, but they could find no flas and a slight 
scare was the only result. 

The Women’s and Mother’s neeting have been kept up. The school under 

Mrs Allen’s supervision has had the most successful year of its bistory. 
An American College graduate was engaged to take charge of the school and 
one of the forner teachers as her assistant. The study of French was 
introduced and other improvements made with the result that the attendance 
more than doubled and nunbers now over 70 pupils. After receiving 
12 liras from the Board the school will meet all its expenses including 
the supply of wood for next winter.

The sercives in the Bible House chapel have been attended by #vangelical 
Armenians, Evangelical Greeks, Gregorian Arnenians, Orthodox Greeks and } 
visitors from the Interior. Occasionally Moslem heaters have been seen | 
among them too. After each service we held a prayer meeting for 15 minutes || 
in which there were 16-20 persons present. During the shole year the \| 
congregation expressed a deep and sustained interest in good works. During q 
the year they distributed tracts among the people, tried to lead others iq 
to Christ, attended prayer meetings on Thursday evenings in Gedik Pasha | 
and a steady growth in spiritual life was noticeable among them. They also — 
contributed liberally for benevolent purposes. The contributions have been 
as follows:- 858 for distribution of the Bible in heathen lands, :1038 prs 

-for the famine stricken people of Russia, 515 towards the mission work in 
West Africa. They educated 2 poor children in school. They omtribated 
also 2798 prs to the Benevolent Institutions in Constantinople, Aintab and 

"4 Broussa and to the neighboring evangelical churches. The aid to the poor 

q has been 2129. The whole amount contributed for various purposes has ‘ql 
been 11, 275. | 
- At the earnest request of some Arnenian young men I gave 12-1& lessons 
on Tuesdays on the Fundamental truth of christianity. The attendance 
has been 70-80. Almost all of them were Arnenian (Gregorian) young men. 
We met in the Friends’ chapel.

THE LANGA CHURCH 
RODOSTO & DARDANELLES. Dr. 4.5. Barnua. 


The Langa church saffered a serious loss in the death of Rev. Krikor 
;f  Dombalian who came in September 1906 and did not live to complete his first 
| year of service. During his short ministry congregations increased, several 
additions were made to the church and a more earnest and hopeful spirit was 
manifested by the community. Mr.Dombalian #as a good preacher, céearly 
presenting in his sermons the saving truths of the gospel, but it was by his | 
faithful pastoral work that he most endeared himself to his Little flock.

It was this pastoral service of which the church stood nost in need and 
which it had lacked since the death of Rev.Arakel Bedijian in 1902. It | 
seemed that this long-felt need was met by the coming of Mr.Dombalian and q 
both he and the church looked forward with the hope that a long and fruitfal 
pastorate was before him. But the Master ordered otherwise. Mr.Dombalian 
returned to his family, who had remained in the Marsovan field, traveling | 
with the delegates from that station on their return fron the last Annual ] 
Meeting of the Mission. He died but 2 fea weeks later, a victim to cancer. — 
Since his death, the church committee has been eagerly scanning the 
horizon seeking to find some available candidate, fitted to become his 
successor. § As yet no one has been secured. The lack of able preaching || 


is one of the painful and slarning facts connected with the present situation | 
in our mission. Young men of talent are not entering the ministry and until | 
they receive a spirit of consecration, making them willing to decline more 
Lucrative and honored positions for the saks of preaching the unsearchable 
riches of Christ, the need will not be filled. Tat our young men may be 
baptized with this spirit is, we think, one of the most important objects 
for which ae should labor and pray 
The number of members of the Langa church at the close of 1907 were 
83, of whom — were receivei during the year. Four more have been received 
since, and others are hoping to enter the church soon. The gifts of the 
church for all purposes amounted to 7900 piasters or $321.84, 
The late British Ambassador, Sir Nicholas O’Conor promised to do 
ahat he could toward securing permission to erect the church edifice for 
ch tite site was purchased nearly 30 years ago. AS he acted on instruct- 
ons from the British Foreign Office we trast that the purpose interrupted 
by his death will be carried out by his successor. 

The church at Rodosto reports 24 members and three more have been 
received since the beginning of the year. A member of tte station has been 
permitted, at Constantinople and 2t Rodosto, to welcome 7 new members to the 
Lord’s Table since the beginning of 1908, and 4 of these were graduates 
of the Girls’ Boarding School at Adasazar. 

Of the church members at hodosto 7 are males, including the 
preacher, who is 2 native of the place. Of the remaining six, three are 
over 70 and only one under £&. A large majority of the young men of the 
Protestant families have left the place. Of those remaining two or three 
have forsaken the church of their parents and the rest as yet hold aloof ~ 
from church membership. There was once a flourishing Armeno-Catholic 
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church in Kodosto, but it died out and the former church edifice is now 
used as a cocoonery. 

We sometines query whether a similar fate awaits the Protestant church. 
We trust not, but in order to build up the church the young men must be 
reached. And we can think of no more hopeful way of effecting this than 
by having a Y.¥.C.A. Secretary, knowing the language of the people spend 4 
few months there. The Y.M.C.4. committee in America have thought of 
appoLlaoting such a secretary. We trust they will do so soon. A most 
hopeful work invites hin. 

There are two Protestant schools maintained in Rodosto, one for boys 
with 33 pupils and one for girls and a few small boys with 43 pupils. The 
first recetves aid to the amount of about #£0 from the Board, and the other 
is helped by the churches in Constantinople, but not by the Board. On ly 
six of the pupils are from Protestant families and there are very fen 


Protestant Ghildren of school age. A Little over 4140 a year are = by 
the people toward the support of the schools. 


The Protestant community at Dardanelles has been reduced to very 
small numbers by deaths and withdrawals. The present number of church 
members is twelve. Of the 300 liras which it proposed to raise for a 
new chapel more than :200 liras have been promised and most of this is in 
hand. ‘he services have of late been attended by quite a number of persons 
not belonging to the Protestant community and this, together with the 
healing of a quarrel of some years standing has given a new feeling of 
hopefulness to the brethren. They are depressed however by the seriéus 


illness of their preacher who is seeking restoration to health by a change 
of air. 
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WORK AMONG THE GREEKS 


Rev.C.T. Riggs. 


The evangelical Greek Church in Constantinople has had 4 prosperous year 
with unusually encouraging reports from the Pera side. Here, preaching 
services have been held for several years in the afternoons as well as 
mornings; but till this year the attendance at the afternoon services has 
been about twelve to fifteen. kecently it has risen to from thirty to 
forty-five; and the morning attendance has been gratifyingly large as well. 
One young man a clerk in a grocery, who was formerly an outrageous thief, 
liar and drunkard, has made such an impression on his fellow-clerks and 
their employer by his transforned life, his honesty, his truthfulness, and 
the voluntary restitution of unsuspected peculations, that he has succeeded 
in bringing with him as regular attendants at the services his three ~ 
fellow-clerks, while his employer has closed his store on Sundays, to the 
amazement of his neighbors. ‘Two other regular attendants at the services 
are students at the Greek College at Phanar, who have in consequence 
suffered persecution, but apparently to their own spiritual good. The 
attendance in the Greek Department of the Gedik Pasha Sunday School -has 
also increased most encouragingly, especiaily in the primary grade. We 
might. also report facts on the darker side; there have been disappointments 
among those long connected with the evangelical community; and one poor 
brother, for years a regular member of the church, has been taken to the 
insane asylum, suffering with acute religious mania. Still, the church 
is in a hopeful, energetic state, as evidenced by the courageous manly 
way in which they accepted a cut in appropriations and undertook the extra 
financial burden thus thrust on them. There are only about fifty 
menbers, yet the church raised for all purposes this past year more than 
£T..110. 00, 

Adrianople has been twice visited during the year, once by Mr.Riggs 
and once by Mr..Demetrakopoulos. Two new members have been added thera, 
and in spite of the lack of a church building, pastor and teacher, there 
are great. reasons for gratitude for the continued spiritual life of the 
church. In response to an effort by Dr. Herrick to raise funds for a 
new building, the people have also made a gallant effort, and quite a sun 
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is already in hand toward this purpose. As last year, owing to the 
distance of the quarter shere the Greek Protestants hold their meetings 
from the Armenian members of the community and also for sant of a room 
sufficiently large comfortably to accommodate all who wish to attend, our 
friends of the two nationalities meet separately. 

sardovan, the only other Evangelical Greek community in our field, 
has had a year of vicissitudes.

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THE PRESENT CONDITION OF THE GREEK WORK IN CONSTANTINOPLE

For years we have been praying to see some fruit of our labors, but it 
is very sad that shile in other churches the members are at first revived, 
here, especially in Pera, the very opposite happens. For while the members 
of the church have been reduced to very few, and even those unstable and 
weak, until in our afternoon services on the Lord’s day there were present 
only 4-5, now there are more than forty coming regularly to both services, 
preferring them to recreation, listening with great interest, and trying : 
to bring their friends and relatives; and so ws see new faces every time. 
We hope that this movement will last and increase because we see in their 
faces, words and lives ample tokens of the working of the Holy Spirit, and 
also that. this movement will move all those who being first become last. 


REPORT OF THK AMBRIGAN SCHOOL FOR GIRLS BROUSSA " 
Miss Powers. 


Looking back over the closing year of 19°7-8 we feel that we have very 
much to be thankful for. There has been no serious illness among teachers or | 
papils, though sever3l of the former have been more or less indisposed 
requiring special diet or some degree of relief from work, and the sriter 
was absent about. two months as a preventive measure. A_ the close of the 
last school year several teachers left us, to ‘cur sincere regret, but we 
hae only praise for their successors, Miss Satenig Ouzoumyan of Rodosto 
for the Kindergarten, Miss Ruth Borel of Switzerland for French and nusic, 
Miss Nektar Pannoisian, a graduate of the Brouss& School and of the Normal 
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Department of the American Collegiate Institute of Smyrna, for the Primary 
Department, and Miss Lydia Theologhopoulou of Volo, Greece (sho had nearly 
completed her course at the Arsakion, Athens) for the Greek Department. 
In spite of the handicap of so many new members of the staff the sork has 
gone on very satisfactorily thanks to Miss Allen’s able supervision and 
special aid when needed. | 

We have suffered an irreparable loss in the withdrawal of Miss Mianzars 
Kaprielyan from the important positim™m of matron and housemother. She not 
Only admirably discharged the duties that natarally fell to her but was 
giways ready to render capable help in many other lines. Her influence 
over the girls was beyond praises and we have greatly missed it since she 


left us. We try to remember the noble work she is doing in Chalgara and 
wea thank God ficr it. 


Of the 11& pupils enrolled this year 70 have been in the High School 


and 45 in the Kindergarten; of the total 43 have been boariers, and 72 


‘day pupils of whom four came for music. Reckoned by nationalities there 
‘have been 103 Armenians, 10 Greeks, and 2 of another race. 


The Kindergarten at the present moment comtains 40 pupils, boys and 


“ girls. It is assuming more ani nore importance as the numbers increase. 


The income this year will this year amount to over forty liras ($178.00) and 
would have been considerably more if those enholled had attended the shole 
year. The primary department of the High School receives several recruits 
every year from the graduating class-this year, four. 

We have had ten Greek girls ficr longer or shorter periods, nine board- 
ers and one day pupil. kight-boardersa still remain of whom three were in 
school last year. The first year after this department opened we had a 
teacher only; the second year, one pupil; the next, four; this year ten. 

Miss Lydia, the teacher this year, is vory young but enterprising, for 
besides doing her regular work she has learned English and considerable 
Armenian as well as to play hymn tunes on the piano and organ. She is also 
quite athletic; the fire-escape, a slender wire ladder, was barely installed 
before she went up and dom it not once but a number of times; she maw has 
charge of drilling the girls. Aside from any thought of fire, this drill 
is good for them in several ways, and Miss Lydia and Miss Nektar having 


led off nobly there has not been the difficulty I feared in getting the girls : 


to practice. 
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The Greek Department now consists of four grades, First, Third, Fourth 
and Fifth. All have English lessons and speak &énglish more or less. 

It is most important that an American lady be found soon to learn Greek 
and take charge of this department or, better still, some one who already 
knows it. 7 

We shall have no graduates this year but expect to have eight the 
summer of 1909.

Several of the closs of 1909 have 
their homes in Brousss. 

The Christian Endeavor Society has been doing well under the leadership 
of one of the older girls. The membership is nineteen; eleven active 
and eight associate members. They have been ingenious and self-denying 
in their methods of raising money. They cleaned the whole building at 
Kaster receiving for it the money the charw#onen sould have been paid; went 
without meat one day; have had ice-cream and cake festivals: the little 
giris of the Junior Christian Endeavor have set up a shoeblack establish- 
ment and get. some patronage from teachers and girls. phe Juniors number 
12. In the winter the C.E.got up an entertaining entertainment (the 
adjective does not. always apply to this noun!) just among ourselves that 
brought in eighty piasters. All the while they make their regular 


monthly contributions. They hope to raise enough for an orphan in India 
as for several years past. 


We deeply regret that we cannot report great things in the spiritual 
life of the school, yet we hope there has been real growth, apparent to 

the eye of the Master tho’ not to ours. The germinating seed is some- 
times long in sending forth the green shoot that foretokens the harvent.

While Rev.Mr.Tashjian, 

who died in Smyrna, had supplied the Bardjezag pulpit for four years, over 

ten years 320. 

A native of Bardezag Aghavin Silbakian, after years of study in Boston 
and Philadelphia has gone to India 33 a medical missionary sent out by the 
U.P.church of the U.S. She is doing very fine work.

The Bithynia High School has had a larger number of pupils than ever 
before, 182.

It will be noticed from the above figures that the income of the 
Bithynia high School, the largest in its history, has been sufficient, not- 
withstanding the extraordinary rise in the price of foodstuffs, to cover all 
the running expenses of the school, including the salaries of the teachers, 
foreign and native, with the exception of three hundred dollars ($300.00) 
granted by the Board for the salary of Mr.Kennedy. Not only so, but an old 
standing debt on the running expense of the school] has been reduced by about 
fifty liras (fT.F£0.00) While it is gratifying to see such strides towards 
self-support, yet it must be said that the responsibility is very heavy for a 
single pers. The missionary here is left entirely responsible for tbe 
collection from pupils and for the disbursement of several thousand liras, 
without baving any persons to share the responsibility of providing for de- 
ficits or for temporary failure of income one is often driven to pray “From 
the anxieties, disabilities and burdens of self-supporting institutions good 
Lord deliver us.” 

The Bithynia high School has 4 board of managers which has absolutely 
no financial responsibility and so far has had no share in the effort of 
securing funds. The income of the school is usually sufficient to bring 
the accounts square by the end of June. But there is no reserve fund, no 
endowment, and no trustees to share even temporary embarrassnments. | 

With the present splendid equipment in the matter of buildings, with 
a fine teaching staff, and with a large and enthusiastic constituency and an 
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established reputation among Armenians of all classes a fine future 
opens out before the school. But the tine has come for rectifying the 
defects in the financial provision for the school, unless the school is to 
be prevented from fulfilling its bright promises and its director submitted 
to a position of worry and responsibility which has proved already too 
severe a strain. |

Continent have continusd an intersst in our work which had its baginning 
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in the noble burst of sympathy displayed during the events of thirteen vears 
ago and still continue to send contributions to the support and education 
of the children and youth of Turkey, and for relief. From this source 
our missions in Asia 4inor received during last vear upwards of £7.27,000,00 

The net cash transactions fcr the vear amounted to £1,127,266,57 
($559,972.91). This is less than for the two years just preceeding 1907 
by about £1.8, 600,00 and £1.:14,.200,00 

The ysar 1907 is my 26th complete year of service and its transactions 
bring the grant total for those vears to £T.2,458.739.78 or $10,818, 454,90 
The years :1896-1904 of this period (9 years) brought to our treasury 
$5, 457,339.18, The largest income during the period was in 1896, when we 
disbursed ‘£1,:198, 476,90 ($851,309, 58) The following year brought a sum 
nearly as large. Since these vears our income for benevolent work has been 
steadily dropping though as remarked above we still have evidences of a good 
degree of interest, in our work for the peodle of this land, on the part of 
those on this side of the water, friends who share with us a belisf that a 
revival of practical christianity in the psonle of this land constitutes its 
hove and the best cure for its evils. It has occurred to me that this 
source of financial help and of practical interest might be made to vield 
larger returns if care and attention be given to this point. — 

Our drafts on the Treasurer of the Board amounted last vear to 
£7.16, 057,80 ($70,654,812) on London to £60,000.00 on Paris to 41,219.00 frog 
and our issue of drafts on our own office for circilation in the interior 
amounted to 21,357 in number revreseniing £1.42,810,28, $188,365.01,

The chairmaashio of this committsce has fallen to the mission treasurer 
since his return from his last furlough in America, namely, since 1900, 
The work falling to this conmittes has during that veriod included a 
number of very important cases, some of which have hal a lasting influsace 
goon our work. The chief of these cases was the long sustained struggle 
for government recognition of the American institutions of the Turkish Empire 
following the concession made by this goverament to the French in the Mity- 
lene Settlement, November 1901, 
The first steo in our efforts to secure for ourselves the recognition and 
privileges accorded to our French contemporaries was the formation of a 
committee to revreseat all the American educational and missionary societies 
working in the Turkish empire. This conmittse was so constituted as to be 
a revressntative one, in maintaining which the saveral societies working in 
Turkey cooperated, As at first constituted the committse consisted of 
Dr.€.&. Post, of the Syrian Protestant College: Rev.W.XK. &ddy, 
representing the missions working in Syria and W.W.Pect, reoresenting those 
working in Asia Minor. Immediately after its formation this committee of 
three went to America, leaving Constantinople in Novembsr 1902 and on their 
arrival in New York at once set about the work of organizing a dsputation 
for the purvose of laving before the President and Secretary of State the 
claims of the american institutions in Turksy to those privileges and immuni- 
ties that had already been granted to the Franch and extended to the insti- 
tutions of several other nations. The deputation formed in New York con- 
sisted, with the committee from Turkey, of £2 persons, many of whom were | 
parties of much influence and well known throughout the country. It includ 3} 
ed representatives from every American educational and missionary society 
working in Turkey. The chairman of the committee was the late Morris K. 
Jessuo who at that time was chairman of the Chamber of Commerce in New York 
Citv. It included also General Foster, ex Secretary of State; Chancellor 
NeCracken of the University of New York: Mr.Spser of the Presbyterian Board: 
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exemption from land taxes the grant of custom house privileges resulting 


vrivileges required by this grant we are, however, gradually securing for our 
institutions all that has been accorded to similar institutions of other 


Drs Smith and Barton and Colonel Honkins of our own board and Dr.Canen. 

The deputation had a satisfactory mesting with the President and the 
committee from Turkey were granted the next day a lensthy interview with 
Secretary Hav. Although thse attitude of thse President and the State 
Department was all we could ask for, no satisfactory settlement of this 
case was reached until last year, but in Mav 1907 an Irads was secured from 
His Imperial Majestv the Sultan recognizing the institutions embraced in the 
American list (about 800 items) as being legally established and conducted 
and therefore entitled to all ths franchisss and immunities which had been 
sranted to like institutions of other nations. hese franchises include

list of $2,000 at least per vear. A numbsr of other cases were incidentally 
settled at this time, among them, the building entervrise for the Bovs’ 
school and American hospital at Talas and the reversing of the illegal 

steos taken some months before, under which the American properties in Talas q 
had been arbitrarily deeded to the Imperial government. The ‘chief value , 
of this great lrade consists in the recognition which it gives by the Turkish fi 
government to the legal establishment in Turkey of all existing American and | 
missionary institutions and endowing them thereby by imperial grant with the 
right of holding thsir properties by dirsct title, thus obviating the necessi- 
ty of emploving as heretofore individual trust ownershio for this vurvose. 
The srant made in this Irade was far more comprehensive than that for which 
the committes at first undertook to obtain, and while with characteristic 
hesitancy the Imvsrial government has slowly given us the full measure of the 
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countries and all fcr which the Irade stands. the list has now been notified 
to the vrovinces and exemption from land taxes for all vroverties uvon it is i 
ssnsrally conceded. Uo to ths oresent time | have received from the Imoerialfy 
Devartment of Dceds in Constantinovle the final title deeds vesting the 
American vroverty in the following localities and belonging to tle following 
institutions, in the name of the American Eoard. the deeds include a re- 
cognition of the several institutions located on the proverties. These 
institutions and localities are the following:- 
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In SALONICA the mission vroverty consisting of missionary residence, chanel 
and warehouses. Also the Agricultural and Industrial Institute in the 
vicinitv of Salonices. 

In SMYRNA, the mission vroverty consisting of the Colllegiate Institute 
for Girls, church, Kindergarten, residences and ths vrovsrty of the Inter- 
national Collegiate Institute. 

In SIVAS, the mission vroverty including the Girls’ School, Bova’ School, 
chavel, residences and the building used for Dr.Clark as his hospital. 

In TALAS, the mission vroverty used fir the Girls’ School and missionary 
residances. The American hosvital and disvsnsary, the Boys’ School vraverty 
and the Kindergarten property in Cesarea. 

In VAN, the mission vroverty embracing the Eovs’ School, Girls’ School, 
hospital and dispensary, ‘chavel, residences and :crohanagea, etc. 

‘In ADANA, the missionary vrovertv including the Girls’ Boarding School 
and missionary residence. 

In MARASH the mission vrovertv including the @entral Turkey Girls’ collese | 
the Theological Seminarv and residences and orphanages, 

In TARSUS the provertv of the St.Paul Institute. 

In addition to the above the property of the SYRIAN PROPESTAN COLLE tCE 
at BEIRUT with its large comous and 18 college buildings. 


In addition to the above cases where the title to the Board’s proverty 
is now securely vested in the name of the Board in the following places the 
papers have been fully examined, flaws if anv corrected and the casss have 
been reported to the Embassy with covies of ths titls deeds and the demand 
has been made by the Embassv on the Porte for new title deeds in the name 
of the American Board. ‘The cases referred to are the mission proverties in

The titles to the Board’s property in Marsovan, Hadjin

few outstations like Kessab in the C.T.¥., Tocat in the W.2.¢., Midyat in 
the E.T.¥. and in a number of other localities where the Poard has property.

During the year the attendance te the Bible douse Turkish services 


has considerably imereased, numbering over 290, Among its audience we have 
been having some Moslem listeners. Besides occasional Moslem listeners 
wo had a softa who attended the services regularly for a few months. He 
eame to the Sunday School claSs in Gedik Pasha too. some of these Moslen 
visitors called on me in my office during week days for religious conver- 
sation. i have had very interesting interviews with them. The above 
mentioned softa was once present in ‘my Sunday ochool class where 
the topic was the Pouring of the Holy spirit. after the services he 
came to me with some questions on tile same subject and then he said he 
desired to have this experience of receiving the holy spirrt and requested 
me that I should pray for him. i think he #as am earnest enquirer. But 
since the last Sheriat movement I lost Mae track of him. 
Another incident of interest in connection with the Rible House work 
is the organization of tho Emmanuel shurch. Tho church was organized on the 
22nd of November 1908 by 24 male and fenale members. And on the’same day 
2 male and 2 female members were added by confession of faith. Since that 
tima 2 male and 2 female members have been added to the church. A pamphlet 
wQ@s recently issued in the way of justifying this action of the congregation. 
This congregation contributed 110 liras in 1908 for church and charitable 
purposes.

Stay. After a short discussion of the subject of the sermon, prayers are 
offered.

We have had public addresses 
every Wednesday evening in the Friends’ Mission nouse on Voral subjects. 
We had among our speakers such nen as Mr.F.8.Meyer, Dr.kiza Tevfick (the

The Avedaper thought it fitting to greet the new century by 
appearins in 4 new dress,and also to follow the fashion set by the 
Jutlook, the Congresationalist ani other oaoers,of naving 4 monthly 
number, In the first number of each month the usual eight pages are 
increased to twelve. 

fe are trying to nake our oaoer a stronger bond of union be- 
tween our churches by oublishing nore church news, thereby enabling the 
widely seoarated boliies of believers, who can learn Little of one another 
in other ways,to become mutually acouainted through our coluans. fe 
hooe that deeper autual sympathy ani more earnest and intelligent orayer 
for one another will result from tis. 

Nhen the oresent siitor sent to Anerica in 1397 Dr.Greene as- 
suned charge of the business dievartaent of the paper and has kindly con- 
tinued to manage it since. We do not know how auch longer it is cignt 
for us to allow hin to dear the burden, but the editor is aware that he 
could not do the work so well,and he rejoices in the time and strength 
he gains by this arrangenent for a larger oarticioation in the work of 
oreacnins and other forns of lanor. 

The subscription list for the oresent year shows a total of 
2921 weeklies andj 907 nonthlies. While in charge of the Business De- 
oartment the editor strove hard, for several years, to boring the list of 
weeklies uo to 2000, but never auite succesied. At no previous bime, cer- 
tainly not since our connection with the vaner desan,near the end of 
1884 has the nunber of subseribers been so large,and were it not for 4 
falling off in the call for the Sreco-Turkish Angeliapnorus, the showing 
nOuld still better. The Armenian and Armeno-Turkish Avedapers keep 
almost abreast, with a triflins advantage,justat oresent,on the side af 
the latter. The amount so far creditei to the Avedaper for subscriptions © 
jucing the current year is about *t.S48,of which less than remains 
to we collected. 

The 
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The Puragn was published for a few years as a non-Protestant 
oaoer, but Rev. Jtudjian has again agssuned charge. This has aot aa- 
terlally affected the subseription list of the Avedaoer, which seens to 
injieate that generally, those who take the Puragn take the Avedaper also. 
And we can sincerely rejoice in every addition to the good and #hole- 
some reading out in the hands of the veonle. 

In America, an Armenian oaver called the Gochnag,has deen start- 
34 under the editorial charse of Vr.Hsrbert Allen, formerly missionary to 
Van. A few weeks ago it had 800 subscribers and it was honed that before 
toe end of the vear, the nunber would be inereased to 800. 

Ne are sorry to have the Avedaoer use go large a oortion of 
the aoorooriation for Publication work,or rather, we are sorry that this 
A00rooriation has been so reiuesd that after deductins fron it the cost, 
above the incone from subssriptions,of suoporting the vaner,not much is 
le?t for other oublications. The sugvestion has cone fron Boston that 
the oaper be oassel over to 2 native oublisner out we fave not as yet. 
seen our way slear to aloot this suggestion. If we pass it over to 4 
oublisher not in sympathy with our evangelical work, to become his oroper- 
ty, he will certainly so change its character that it can no longer pe | 
the organ of our churches. And neither of our Protestant publishers 
qould undertake the charge of the paver, without 2 
anoroxinating to, the amount which the paoer now costs thé Board. 

In the not distant future, some change must be made in the 
resoonsible editoeshivo of the paver, and this is a matter which we pro- 
pose to bring before the Mission for its consiljeration.

The large debt of the Depart- 
nent to the Mission Treasurer, at the end of 1399 - though offset by 
stock in haal,- brought to us from the Prudential Somnittee an. inter- 
lict against all orinting in 1991 exceot the Avedaver, the $.5. Lesson 
Books and a few tracts,all exceot that of the Avedaner being met by the 
Religious Tract Sociaty geant. Tas deficit on the Avedaosr and the 
salaries of assistants more than exhgnustel the Board’s grant. Reeeiots 
from book sales however anountine onadle us to dininisnho our 
debt by 328.77 

The interiict on orintins has been slishtly modified, and we 
are just finishing a reorint of the rocket size of the Turkish Hymn book, 

The effort nade in tngland last summer to dispose of our

The money exoended for oronans alone through the hands and 
in answer to the appeals of American “Vissionaries of the three Yissions 
for which the Pyblication Denvartment attemots to supply educational and 
christian literature, is not less than %t.15,000 a year,and the surplus 
of funds for orohans and for Relief on hand,December 31, 1900, according 
to the Treasurer’s dooks,is “tb. 9419, while our total funds for the

just over %t.1990.In late years the work of education through Colleges 
and High Schools, at our several stations, has gone forward by leaos and 
bounds, while the education of the people through the Press, is, alas!

Ninéteen years ago, when the writer came to vonstantinople, there were four 
“lssionaries connected with the Lepaktment, and though two of them made, in 
succession, visits to America, the full strength of three men was constantly 
Piven to the work in band. Uuring the past year,.and in fact ever since the 
return of br. Lwight to America in 1899, there have been but two of us thus 
engagea, and even this number must be further reduced. Ur. Herrick gives a 
cortion of his time to the bible cociety, receiving from that Society a corre- 
sponding portion of bis Selary. two years ago the fraction thus given amounted 
to three-fourths, but auring the past year we have been more fortunate, and have 
commanded one-half cof Lr. Hkerrick’s time. The numerical strength of the Missiom 
ary element in this Leoartment is therefore e man and a half. ‘he outlook for ~ 
the coming year, during which Ur. terrick expects to take a well-earnea Turlough 
in Agerica, is not @ oleasing one for the other member of the Lepariment, who 
finds time and strenetn fully employed in editoriai work, together with such 
helo in otrer Uevartments of “issionary activity as it has been both a pleasure 
ang a@ seemine necessity to render. | 

the Native Assistants emoloyea by the Lepartment are four translators, 
together with a fifth man who is botb proof-reacer and mailing agent. Cut one= 
balf of the salary cf one transiator comes frow tie sible society, and this was 
true of another until near the end of 1902, since which time he has been giving 
two thirds of his time to us, and receiving a corresoonding portion of his 
salary from us. Of the Assistant Editor we will speak later. 

The reduction of Appropriations has also crippled us. CSoing back again to q 
188F, we fing thet the amount given by the Foard, in addition to Missionary 
Salaries, was €t.2,117; now it is &t.800. In 1885 we received from the heli- 
sious Tract Society, oi London, and the Americen Tract Society aid to the amouny 
of SFR2.78. In 1902 the amount was £3F3.82, and for 1903 the Keligious Iract 
Society has made a further reduction oi £50 in its grant. Sut this aoes not 
represent the extent of the financial embarrassment. 

During the years foliowing the sad events in the last decade of the 19th. 
Century, the Leoartment fell heavily into debt. Tne cause of this was that 
while expenditures remained the same, the income from the sage of books was 
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Se 
greatly reduced owing to the disturbed state of the country, and this came just 
at the time when the reduction of appropriations by the Board reached its lowest 
point. The debt, which was a trifling sum at the outbreak of the troubles, had 
pecome one of £t.1,365 by June 1897, and then steadily increased, until, at the 
close of 1899, it was at £t.3,298. 

the officials of the board at boston have naturally been urgent that the 
debt should be cancellec as soon as possible, and hence it has been necessary 
to use the income of the LVepartment for that purpose rather than for new pub- 
fications. At the close of 1902 the debt stood at ft.2,197, almost exactly one= 
third of it being paia-off in three years. 

From still another source our work bas met with bindrance. 

Ali publication work, except the regular issue of the paper, has been much 
aelayea by the Lensorshnip, and there was a complete block for a period of nore 
than four months. It was not owing to any alleged fault of ours, yet we were 
tne sufferers, the only consolation being that we did not suffer alone, but in 
company with nearly all oudlishers in the Vity. Our 8.8. Lesson Book, which it 
was designed to have ready for delivery in September, was delayed because the 
last forms were among the things blocked. it was at last found necessary to 
bina the Lessons for the first half of the year separately, and go to the ex- 
pense of sending them by mail. ‘he others were not released from the Censorship 
until the middie of March, when they were returned to us in é mutilated condi- 
tion, making it necessary to orepare four lessons anew. 

thus the Board has furnished us with but Little straw for the making o1 our 
bricks, and the Censorshio seemed for a time disposed to prevent us from using 
the bricks when made. | 

The issues of the Lepariment for the year are given in the accompapying 
tabular hkeport, 

he AVEUDAPEK has entered upon its most orosoerous year. [In accordance with 
the authorisation given by the Mission at its Annual Meeting two years ago, an 
invitation was extended to Professor Hovhannes Xrikorian, of Aintab College, to 
join the Vepartment asp Assistant #ditor of the periodicals. The was 
accepted, and he came to our helo soon after tie close of the lest College year 
having first received ordination as an tvangelist at the bands of the tvangell~ 
cal Union of Cifi@ia. He has charge also of the preaching service at the bible 
House, and of the lerge S.&. at Gedik Pasha, so that only a portion of bis 
salary -less than one-half- is borne by the Publication Vepartment. 

the stimulus given to the paper by his able pen has been increased by a 
ehange of form. ‘The contents of the paper are the same in amount as betore, 
but the number of pages has been doubled, and is 16 pages for the ordinary 
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issues, which is increased to 24 pages for the first number of each month. 
‘ee Change has proved most popular. it is probable, too, that the long tour 
made by the Editor last summer stimulated subscriptions in some districts. 

Up to two years ago we never quite succeeded in bringing the number of sub- 
scribers to our weekly paper up to 2,000. in 1901 it just passed that number: 
last year the total was about 2,160; and this year we have brought it up to 
2,500.

Let us ada, in closing, a few words with regard to the future of the paper. 

If life and health are spared, the present Kditor hopes to retain charge for 
three or four years more, but already has his successor in view. Ibe Hev. 
Herbert ¥. Allen, formerly a Missionary at Van, and now in the employ of the 
Massachusetts Home Missionary Society as laborer for the many Armenians in that 
State, bas accepted our invitation, and has been accepted by the Board and © 
appointed to this Mission.

JUBILEE OF THE 


Avedaper means “3ringer of Sood News,” and is the title of the weekly 
religious newspaper published by the missionaries of the Board in Turkey. 
the first number was issued in Jenuary 1855, in the Armenian languase. From 
the beginning of 1860 the same paper was also published in the Turkish lan- 
euase, written with Armenian letters, for Turkish speaking Armenians, and, 
beginning with 1872, in the Turkish lansuase, written with Greek letters, 
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ane 
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for Turkish speaking Greeks. The first two forms bore the name of Avedaper,!a4 


and the last form, the name of Angeliaforos, and to this day they are pub- 
lished under these names. For many years a monthly illustrated paper for 
children, in Armenian, in Armeno-Turkish and in Greco-Turkish, was also 
published, and this paper in Armenian, called the Child’s Avedaper, is still 
continued. X¥ Thoush subject to the same oress laws as all other periodicals 
in Turkey, these papers have never incurred suspension save for a period of 
a few days, and that, only three times in fifty years. The editors of the 
Avedaper have been:— Dr.8.G.0.Dwisht, to 1860; Dr.#.&.8liss, to 1872; Dr.J. 
K.Greene, to 1884; Or.4.S.8arnum, for the past twenty years. In order to 
bring the paper within reach of the poor, the subscription price, in each of 
its three forms, is but $1.25 a year, and the paper is regarded as fortunate 
to secure, in this poverty-stricken country, some 3,000 paying subscribers. 
Consisting of 16 pages, about one third part smaller in size than the Con- | 
Sregationalist, the paper is made up of three principal departments, relisious,) 
educational and family, and concludes, in the last four pages, with such a 
summary of interior and foreign news as the Censor allows. The first issue 
of each month consists of 24 pages. 

The Jubilee Number, published on January 7, of 50 pages, was 
Sreeted by the native Armenian papers with cordial felicitations and well 
deserved praise. Soue of the ‘native papers printed in their own columns 
several of its articles.

ere able to explain and justify such results in languese intellisible to 
ordinarily educated mene As a religious guide, however, the chief object 
of the paper is to deepen the spiritual life of the Christian propulation; 
to bring home to both individuals and churches the sense of their persenad 
responsibility, both for the maintenance and growth of their own spiritual 
life, end for the spreed of the Kingdom of Bed. 

Secondly, $he Avedeper is, in fact, though in no formal menner, the 
representative ee the 122 native Protestant churches found within the limits 
of the Western, Fastern and Ventrel Turkey Missions. Through this paper 
they learn of one another’s state, issue calls for their annual meetings 
and oublish their reports.

REPORT OF THE PUBLICATION DEPARTMENT 
of three Missions for 1905. 
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The time reported on, viz. year 1905, was a year of transition. 
It is only in the current year that results of moment will be reached. 

During the year 1905 the financial condition of the Department 
improved to the extent of $28,000. 

This sum was made up from three sources all,directly connected 
with the effort of the senior member of the Department. to raise a special 
fund for our use, chiefly in the United States. The effort to secure a 
sift from Mr.Rockefeller was warmly taken up by Dr.Barton and the final 
result was an addition of $15,000 to our fund. About $6,500 was gathered 
in small sums, from many donors, and this sum was duplicated by the Pru- 
dential Committee in their assuming of the debt of the Department to that 
amount. - Before the year 1905 ended however, the Prudential Committee 
in making their appropriations to the Missions, under the burden of the 
heavy debt with which their last financial year closed, felt themselves 
compelled to a decision which contravened the understanding according to 
which all the money collected was to be devoted to advanced work, while the 
annual appropriation of the Board to our Department should be undiminished. 
fe are receiving nothing from the Board the current year, and this means 
that to the charges by the Treasurer this year, to expanding work in the 
Publication Department,is to be added the £900 from the Board which goes 
toward native salaries and the Avedaper deficit. Unfortunately, this 
fund must now bear the exp4nse incurred in the issue of tracts, as the i; 
Religious Tract Society gives us for this year but £50, which will probably i 
be cut off hereafter. The American Tract Society will do no more than 
Sive us the $300 granted last year. 

Happily we have been able to print some tracts with the money 
supplied by individuals, especially by Miss Robner of Marash, and by 
congregations and Young Mens’ Societies, here and in Aintab. 

fe have begun the advance demanded. We have employed speé¢ial 
assistance in translation work and in copying. This has fallen mainly 
into 1906 and we have now four considerable volumes and two smaller ones 
besides 


la 


besides a large number of tracts, awaiting examination in bhe Censor’s 
hands. A list of works undertaken in 1905 is appended to this report, 
also the statement of the Treasurer’s account with the Publication 
Department for 1905. A statement concerning the Avedaper appears belon. 

The Sunday School Lessons for 1906, by general desire expressed- 
correspondence, were prepared and sent out in two instalments. The 
Sunday School Lessons for 1907 are prepared in &nglish and translated 
into Turkish; their translation into Armenian and Greek is in progress. 
In Turkish and Armenian they are now in press. 

The receipts from new books sold will not to any great extent 
come in this year. The Publication Department accounts therefore will 
at this year’s end show a large draft upon the special fund raised 
for this Department. 

A part of the special fund raised consists of a gift from Mr. 
S.4.Minassian who died last December, of $1000 as a Minassian Hamlin 
memorial, and a similar sum was promised by Dr.Raphael Constantian as 
a memorial of his father Rev.Avedis Constantian, but on a condition 
nhich has not yet been fulfilled.

Mission now in session, gave great satisfaction to all present, both in view 
of the increase of funds at our disposal, and at the evidence furnished, 
that this Department, is again undertaking the issue, in considerable 
.jc volume of christian literature,and that of great -seaveity,in the three 
languages in which we work. But this satisfaction has been limited and 
overshadowed by the knowledge all expenses, in this Department of our work 
must be met the current year out of funds expressly contributed for advanced ¥ 
work. The yearly grant of the Board to this Department has heretofore met f 
the expenses of the salaries of the editorial staff, and the deficit on the 
Avedaper, as has been stated to all donors of money for the forward move- | 
ment in the issue of books and tracts. Moreover The Tract Societies of Lon- 4 
don and New York are reducing their grants almost to a minimum. | 

Receipts from books now going through the Press will not come in 
to any extent the current year. A large part , therefore, of the fund 
secured for new work will be used up before the end of 1906. Should the 
annual grant to the Department be withheld even once more, ne should 
stand appalled before the certainty that what appeared to be full of 
oromise for the future of our work of supplying christian literature to the 
peoples of Turkey, was but a mirage, solacing us only with hopes sure 
to fail us. This mission most earnestly and unanimously bes the Pru- 
dential Committee not only to restore the usual grant to the Publication 
Department for 1907 but, if it be in any way possible from any funds 
available,to increase that grant by at least 50 per cent for 1907, in view 
of the entire cutting off of the usual Srant for the current year.

22% years ago, expects to pass the Weekly Avedaper and Angeliaphoros over 


to his successor, kKev.o.M.Allen, after a few weeks, retaining for the present. 


the charge of the monthly Child’s Paper. The number of subscribers has 
increased fully fifty per cent during the last few years and we hope for yet 
more rapid growth under the new editorship the paper is to receive. fhe 
retiring editor feels that the time for a change has fully come, and that 

the interests of the papers call for the work of a younger and more vigorous 
man, and yet it is not without a feeling of regret that he lays aside duties 
which have been most congenial. | 

A Catechism in Turkish and in Armenian, 5000 copies in each langaage, 

is just out of the press and will be put upon the market as soon as bound. 
The same book is to be issued immediately in Greco-Turkish and in Greek. 
We desire to conmend this little book, very warmly, to Our entire constitusncy 
throughout the country. A new and finely illustrated Armenian First Reader 
of about 150 pp. of which we are printing an edition of sway copies, is now 
in press and will be ready by July. 

The following ten books, the tenth beins a tractythe rather, are now in 
the hands of the censors viz. 

2 vols of sermons in Armenian. 

-1 ” Gems for children, Turkish 

1 Hymn and Tune book " 

2 Vols of 38.S.Lessons for 1908 Arn. & Turkish. 

1 Vol Physical Geography in Osmanli Turkish 

1 Tract Greek. 

A Popular Astronomy in Qsmanli Turkish and in Armenian, finely illus- 
trated, is nearly ready for the press. 

The same is true of what may be called an Introduction to the New 
Testament, a book translated into Armenian from the French. It is a book 
strongly recommended by Mr.Favre of seneva who assists us to issue the book. 
It will be a book of 400 to 500 pp. “During the whole of last year, and this 
year also up to the present time, the amount of work done by experts, in 
their several scientific departments at Marsovan or Robert College, and by 
translators and copyists here has been fully equal to the work of two members 
of the editorial staff.

Dr.Greene assisted by Rev.Mr.Schmavonian, and in correspendence with 
Mr.Daghlian, has given a large portion of his time to a very careful pre- 


paration for the press of the new Armenian Hymn and Tune Book, which we 
expect to put to press immediately. 


The Publication Committee sent, on March 15th, an appeal to Mr.Rockefeller — 
NO answer has as yet been receivec 


for an endownent fund for our department. 
The funds collected for this work in 1904 & 5 were heavily drawn upon in 
1906, when we had no appropriation from the Board, and the same is true the 
current year, when we receive but £600 from the Board. This sum falls far 
short of making up the deficit on the Avedaper, including the salaries of the 
editorial staff. | 
fe quote the following from the Committee’s letter to Mr.Rockefeller:- 

“The money we rejoiced in receiving two years ago is being heavily drawn 
upon, and unless we can secure 2 basis of regular and assured revenue on 
which to work we shall be driven to the wall in a very few years. jie need 
2 revenue on which we can rely, of at least 315,000 a year. Of this we can 
not count from native sources on more than $7000 in subscriptions for 
periodicals, and book sales, leaving $9000 to come mainly from some source 
not subject to the uncertainties of the full or emoty treasury of a mission- 
ary Society. All our thought and effort leads us to the conclusion that our 
one stable reliance is an endownsnt fund which will yield us at least 
$7000 a year | 

In case we had such an income assured, we could lay our plans for meeting 
the loud call made upon us by veople of all races, for books at once 
norally healthful and intellectually stimulating. This is a need which 
no other publishers of any race in this country can at all suoply. OQne 
could almost wish that the very largee number of youth who spend some years 
in our schools but who do not finish the course of study, and do not master 
the inglish language, had never advanced beyond the primary school, if they 
must be shut up to the husks and moral poison of the native press, and have 
no educative stimulus such as a christian press alone gives them. This want 
is one which is bound to increase as the years pass and it is clear that 
no missionary Society can expect to meet the want. Our output of books and 
tracts, in three languages, Armenian, Greek and Turkish, ought to be 20000000 
pp. a year. More than 20000000 of people constitute our field of work 

in this Department. 

fe have an open field of work for the Moslem races, in giving them in 
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their own vernacular, the choicest things in our own rich &nglish 
language. 

They welcome our books on scientic, educational and moral themes. ig. 
Religious controversy, though ruled out now by goverament, is egually 
opposed to our own plans of work. In the near future the desire of Turks 
to benefit from our schools and our Press, which is already increasingly 
in evidence, will be at flood tide. Alas for us if we carnot them neet 
this demand. We are continually neeting with evidence of the profound =; 
impression our books make on Turkish readers. They are not flooded with 
reading matter, and often read again and again, a book which has awakened 
their interest. 

From our own people throughout the country the printing of a large 
number of books has been asked of us. 

He wish to issue for christian readers, illustrated books and in 
attractive form. This we have not hitherto been able to do, to any such 
extent as the present age demands. We wish to prepare and issue books 
which will constitute a S.S.Library. Till now we have hardly a dozen 
books suitable for this purpose. 

The uncertainty of our revenue is a great bar to our undertakino this. 
Thirty thousand 3.3.Scholars are waitinz for such books, and 30,000 more, 
not yet in Sunday Schools, would be powerfully drawn by an attraction 
which even the nucleus of a library would furnish. 

fo us and to us alone all the people of these various races, Greeks 
Armenians, Turks and others, look and will look for books of high mental 
and moral tone, for books proclaiming and defending a pure, evangelical 
winning practical christianity.” 

Past experience bids us not be sanguine of a favorable response to —. 
our appeal to Mr.Rockefeller. In that case we very earnestly hope the 
Mission will, in the interest alike of the appropriations made to the 
general work of the Mission and in that of this Department ask the Pru- 
dential Committee of the Board to give to the Publication work of its 
Turkey Missions a fixed sum, as it does to the Treasury and/@Gusiness 
Department, a sum never less than $9000 a year. 

A personal word, in closing our report, seems called for in the 
interest of a wise foresight touching work which cannot well be provided 
for without such foresight. fhe writer will, if desired, gladly prepare 
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the $.5.Lessoas for 1909, but is convinced that thereafter the work should 
be committed to younger hands. As many of his colleagues know, he proposes, 
D.V., retiring from the field two years hence if indeed he may remain so long. 
The Department should be better served than he can longer hope to be 

able to serve it. And it is not too early for the Mission to consider the 
provision which must be so soon made to supply the need of editorial super- 
vision in Turkish. 4He is nom engaged, with the approval of the Committee, 
in preparing an Introduction to the interpretation of the first eight books 
of the Old Testament similar to his vol.entitled“distory and Prophecy?

In accordance with 4 olaq male at Least five years ago Dr.u.S. Barnum 
retirei from the editorship of the Aeskly Avedaper in June 1907 and passed 
the paper over to the care of the successor he had chosen, he himself 
retaining a good share of the business department and the editorship 
of the Chili’s Monthly. Dr.Sarnum’s service as editor of the Avedaper 
had covered 22 years, and the editorials of the first number of the 


paper in July tried to give due prominence to the progress which the 
paper had made under Dr.Barnum’s mangement and to the uplift which he had 


Siven by his pento the moral and spiritual life of a large constituency. 
Under the nea management a few changes were made in an effort to 
make the Avedaper more attractive in appearance, Instead of once a 
month the paper appears each week in the Armenian and Turkish editions 
aith a colored cover, three pages of which are used for advertisements 
and the first page for the table of contents. All the departments have 
been set off with heavy type headings, and two new departnents have been 
introduced. The first is called“The Inner Lifs? andi contains quotations 
long and short from the religious writings of eminent men and women. 
It corresponds somewhat to the department in the Congregationalist know 
as“Closet and Altar? The other new department is Pictures from Life 
and comprises interesting and authentic anecdotes abich show life as it 
is and teach the old lessons of faith, fidelity, and love. 

The other departments are the scientific, the contributor’s the news, 
domestic ani foreign and the editorial. A special effort has been made 
to strengthen the editorial department. One longer editorial is nos- 
followed by two or three shorter ones. The aim of the editor isnot to 
dictate policies but to keep the readers as far as possible in touch 
aith the great christian world in the unfolding of its intellectual and 
spiritual life. It is believed that the function of a journal such 
as the Avedaper is,not to do tle reader's’ thinking for him but to 
provide fresh and reliable matter for his thought. Once a month alter- 
nately appear nea#s notes of the Christian Church all over the world, and 
interesting items about the busy world of men and women. 


More than the usual space is devoted to neas from bhe evangelical 
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churches. This is made possible by the selection of special correspondents 


and by keeping a private secretary busy ariting and answering letters. 

The policy of the Avedaper is in harmony sith the aim and spirit of the 
American Board’s mission to this country and supports the declared purposes | 
of all its missionaries. Its basis is evangelical but its message of 
truth is to all the christians of this country and its method is non-con- 
troversial. 

Strangly enough a fresh emphasis on these points and a consistent appli- 
cation of these principles both inside and outside of the office gave occa- 
Sion for some temporary obscuring of the incoming editor’s purpose but we 
have every reason to believe that all sincere doubts long ago disappearred , 
and Bhat the bright future which seems to be opening before the Avedaper rests 
On secure grounds. 

At least a temporary satisfaction is in the fact that , through special 
efforts made, the number of subscribers for the Armenian, Armeno-Turkish and 
the Greco-Turkish editions has increased. 
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TO MISSIONARIES, PREACHERS, TEACHERS AND OTHERS. 


A REPORT AND AN APPEAL. 


At the beginning of summer 1905, the Publication Department of the Amer- 
ican Board Missions in Turkey undertook the task of utilizing funds committed to 
it for the issue of books in the several languages used in our communities. We 
selected from the large number of books specifically asked for, such as we could 
best put into these languages, and such as either would readily sell, or are most 
necessary for the purpose for which this Department of our missionary work exists. 

In these two and a half years we have issued the following, viz.

In this number we do not include ¢racts, (of which we have issued nearly 
5,000,000 pages, and which we now sel// at one piaster for 100 pages) nor the 
yearly Sunday School Lesson Books, which may perhaps be put, with the Avedaper, 
in the category of periodicals. 

We have put the price of these books exceedingly low, so that, in order to 
reimburse us, whole editions must be sold. \ 

We have now in press, the New Armenian Hymn and Tune Book, on which 
a large amount of time and money has already been expended, 450 pages, 5,000 copies. 

A “Guide to the Reader of the New Testament”, about 500 pages, 2,000 
copies, in Armenian. 


Physical Geography in Osmanly, revised, 24 edition, new colored plates, 
2,000 copies. 
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The book “Titus”, in Greek is ready for the press. 

Four other manuscripts are almost ready to be sent up to the Censors, viz, 
an Astronomy in Osmanly Turkish and in Armenian, about 220 pages each, 2,000 
copies each. For this book fine plates are already procured and printed, and con- 
siderable expense has already been incurred. 

The other books are an Account of Missions in the Pacific Islands, and an 
Introduction to the Pentateuch. 

The last two, at least, perhaps four of the five books not yet in press, must 
wait for an accession to our available funds before being put to press. 

Were all these prepared manuscripts of books printed and issued, the total 
since June 1905, would be 79,000 volumes, besides the Avedaper, Tracts, S.S. Lesson 
Books and 10,000 copies of an Armenian Primer, a grand total of nearly 16,000,000 
pages of permanent, valuable scientific and Christian Literature. 


We have now turned our funds into books. These books, bound and un- 
bound, fill the shelves of our stock room. We produce the books. What next? 
The problem now is to get these books into circulation, to get back the money 
expended and then print more books. We alone cannot do this. Our book sales 
for the year just closed are much smaller than we hoped. 

We must look to those addressed in this Circular to secure that these valu- 
able books do not lie idle on our shelves. Unless they can be put into circulation 
we can make no further plans for the issue of books. But how great is the need 
of the people for this intellectual and healthful moral nourishment! 

It seems to us that at the several centres to which this Circular goes, one 
or more persons might be charged with the duty of taking these books, as a mer- 
chant’s traveling agent does with his wares, and go from house to house and from 
shop to shop, and urge them upon those who need them. 

In many places in America, copies of the published sermons of a famous 
preacher are found in the vestibule of his church and are offered on sale to all comers. 

We know that very many.of our people throughout the country, after they 
have bought Bible and Hymn-book and School text books, hesitate to expend more 
money for books. We are also convinced that zeal and business enterprise would, 
in our large constituency, and outside of it, succeed in developing a desire for good 
books similar to the desire already awakened for school education. -The two should 
go together. This, dear friends, is our appeal.

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Report of The Publication Department for The Year 1908, 


I, The Work Done. 

| The list of books issued was 
small compared with that of some previous vears. The most important 
publication of the yvear was the Armenian Hymn and "Tune Book, the whole If 
cost of which was nearly 790 liras, but the larger part of tnis expense 
had Seen met in previous years. The other hooks issued were a Physical : 
Georzrapny in Osmanli Turkish, a First Reader in Armenian, another in f 
Armeno-Turkish, and notes on the Sunday School lessons of the present 
year in the same two languages. Tnis was tne extent of new publications, \ 
but about 150 liras went for binding hooks which we already nad in sneets, 
and of which the ound conies were exhausted. Some expanse was incurred 
for a Greek translation of the Sunday School Lessons, which,for reasons 
of economy, we afterward decided not to publish. The manuscript and 
illustrations of an Astronomy in Armenian and also in Osmanli Turkish 
were prepared and await the time when tne improved financial condition 
of the Department will perait their publication. The work of preparation 
ig also complete on four other hooks, and *tneir publication is delayed 
for want of finds. They are "Titus, a Comrade of tne Cross" in Greek, 
"Missionary Work in The Pacific Islands" in Armenian, The 2a Volume of 
Rosnedisu's “Introduction to the Study of the New Testament" in Armenian, 
and Dr. Herrick's "Study of The Pentetench" in Armeno-Turkisn. 


We revorted at the lxst Annual Meeting that the circulation of the 
Avedaper in 1998 was larger than ever hefore. In 1909, in spite of the 
increass in the price of subscription, the total of the pravious vear 
Nas been maintained and sligntly increased. There has been a loss, 
relatively small, in the number of Armenian weeklies taken, and a larger 
provortional diminution in the number of Greco-Turkisn, but the sain of 
the Armeno-Turkisn is more than enouch to counterhalance these... At the 


veginning of April, we find the number of papers subscribed for to be aa 
follows:

There has been a loss in the number of Montnlies for Children, for 
which we can report but 687 subscriptions. Some doubtless dropved this 
because of the increased price of tne Weekly paper. And this raises the 
question whether wea cannot reacn a larger number of little ones by in- 
cluding a Children's Department in the weekly paper, than by publishing 
&@ separates paper for then. 


II. The Financial Status. 

The Department beran the vear 
1908 with a credit of &T. 326.22 on the Treasurer's hooks. I+ closed 
the year with a debt of %.T. 194.85 on the hooks, but with a real debt 
of 7.7. 373.26 as %.. 178.85 were temporarily credited to the depart- 
ment to be afterward drawn out. The debt would have been still larger 
had not Mr, Allen advanced 7.7. 200 from sums received from a private 
Source, besides which 7.7. 78.94 were drawn from money already received 
for subscriptions for the present year. ‘The real amount by which the 
expenses of the vear exceeded tne combined income from the Board aprro- 


Piation, subscriptions for tne periodicals, and the sale of hooks was 
978.82.

The total expense of the Avedaper for the year, aside from salaries,

The veartodicals therefore absorhed these anvrovriations and more 
tnan Fie le 250 hesides. 


But the periodicals are by no means wholly responsible for the 
debt with which the presant vear hefan. ‘the expenditure for books, 
i tocetner with the portion of tne salaries of native amplovees not in- 
cluded in the cost of periodicals, aporoximately #%.T. 1196.48, The 
Le receints for book sales were 4.7. 739.31. This is more than %,T. 200 
above the anomt received tne previous year. In fact, to find a year 
wnen an egual sum was received from this source we must go back to 1897, 
and yet it fell much helow the outlay. “he account stands in this war:

i We As already stated, we began tne present vear with a debt, and though we 
~“@ have vublished ansolutely nothing except the periodicals, and snall pun- 
lish nothing unless tile cost can be met from sources outside the appro- 
priation made by tne Mission, we cannot he sure that the close of tne, 
year will find the debt removed,though we hope it will he diminished. 
With the increase in the cost of printing which hepan with the second 
half of last vear, and with tne issue of a weekly supplement the cost of 
publishing our papers is considerably larger than ever hefore. . The ad- 
dition of the supplement was made with the approval of the Publication 
Committee. the conditions existing, it was thoucht wise to do 
gitaes svervthine in our power to increase the value efid acceptability of our 
bapers, aud thus prevent mee a serious falline off in the number of 
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subscriptions as seemed to threaten hecause of the sprinsins wp of many 
new papers and for other reasons. Rut the Committee would not have felt 
able to autnorize the increased cost had not the Hditor in charge re- 
ceived from a vrivate source a considerahle sum which he was reedv to 
add to that appropriated hy the Mission. Part of this sim, however, was 
used to reduce the indebtedness of the Department last vear, and it re- 
mains to be seen whether the remainder, together with our other sources 
of income, will he enough to meet thse cost of the Avedaper for the vear, 
torether with the other necessary expenses of the Department. 


50 far as we can forecast the cost of the pericdicals for the vear, 
and wes think. our estimate will not prove very wide of the mark, the 
statement is as follows:

' Prom this is to he deducted the amount raceived from subscriptions, 
wnich promises to be larger tan ever hefore. As alrendv stated, to off 
set in part the increased cost, the subscription price of the Avedaper, 
put not of the Angeliophorus to which no supolement is. published, was 
increased from 30 to 40 piastres. Once hefore such an increase was an- 
nounced, hut there were indications that itt would result in a falling 
off in the number of subscribers and the editor then in charge, who was 
perhaps too timid, induced the Committee to restore the old price. Fut, 
as shown, no such falling off hus taken place this vear, and we estimate 
the receivts from subscriptions at from 1100 to 1150 liras. If we cal?

Under these circumstances, what shall we do? The former editor

But it is a nity to he ahle to publish nothine else. There is a 
demand for a nocket edition of the new Armenian Hymn Book. Verv few 
churches have introduced this hook hecause the edition with tunes is too 
expensive. A pvocket edition would ¢o ranidlyv, and would help to sell 
tne hymn and tune book also, but at present we are unable to publish it 
or any other book for which there is a demand. With our reduced appro- 
vriations, it may be wise to keep the proporticn of expenditure for 
publications other than periodicals helow that of some former vears, but 
we do not wish to cut them off altozether. At the very least, the income 
from hook-sales should go toward the publication of new books. 


there ig another matter to be considered. The population of our 
Mission is ostimaved at 10,500,000, and of these prohahly not more. tran 
900,000, or at most 600,000 are Armenians. In the whole Central Mission 
tne numver of Arnenians is estimeted by a competent authority at 165,000, 
In the Eastern Mission it is larger, and yet it is a libvsral estimate 
to sav that in tne empire there are pe tween one and a half and two 
millions of Armenians. And it is for this race, in Armenian and Armeno- 
Turkish, that nearly all our publication work is done. It is fitting, 
to »e sure, that a far perger portion of our publications should be for 
Armenians than their relative number suggests. One chief aim of our 
work is to hely our Protestant comaunities, and the great majority in 
these communities are.Armenians. And we canno% isnore the fact that 
the Greeks far outnumber the Armenians in the empire, and for them we 
are doing almost nothing in tneir own langusze. 

And so far as there is an oven door for raachine the vast Moslem 
majority with a wholesome and helpful literature, the opportunity should 
be improved. Mr. Macailwa is nopeful of raising a considerable sium for 
our work during his visit to America. It is not easy to call out 
sanerous resvonses to appeais for this onrject, as was proved by a Member 
of our Committee wio had before been more successful in seeking contri- 
butions for another department of Missionary work. If Mr. Macallim's 
hopes are realized we believe it wili te hecause he can present tne oajp- 
portunity wniich political changes have given for reaching the Jfoslem 
races by the printed page. The Committee do no* wish to launch out 
into extensive publications in Osmanli Turkish. We should proceed. 
Cautiously, on a limited scale, and after learning by careful investi- 
sation what kind of useful publications would find readiest acceptance 
With tas Glass of readers under consideration. 


We have stated the problem befor2a us. What is its solution? Can 
We increase the siwa at tne disposal of the Comaittee? Or can we s0 modi- 
fy the periodicals as %o make tnem less expensive, and not only bring 
them within the Limit of appropriations, but also leave a margin for 
other work? The giving of political news may be regarded oy some as not 
a Droper use of missionary money. But it makes the paper more attractive 
and wins s larger number of subscribers Wn9, having valid for the paper, 
Will generally read all its contesnis. Besides we wish to have our 
peovle well-informed, and intelligently interested in what is taking 
place in the world. This is the way the question has been regarded by 
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present and former eaditors. 


in Order to diminish expenses, shall we drop

a2 Soe of our subscribers? Shall we content otrsslves with issuing a family 
paper, combining with it the child's paper?

If the history of a periodical were to he attempted none 
would furnish a richer and a more vowerful story than that of 
the Avedaper during the 53 vears of its existence. So far as I 
know, if is the oldest surviving periodical in the Empire. Our 
higher schools and colleges are of comparatively recent: uate 
but this unpretentious publication has been sending out its "clean 
white pages"(as a recent subscriber expressed it) for over half 
a century into all the important cities and into scores of 
villages throughout Turkey and even beyond its houndaries. 
Thousands of men and women testifv that they owe what knowledge 
they have and their training in a moral and spiritual life to 
the Avedaper. It has been a true Evangel and in hundreds of 
homes stands to-day as it has for -vears next te the KHible in its 
influence. A Gregorian whom I met a few days ago on the street 
said that the Avedaper had heen coming to their home everv week 
for 40 vears and that he owed his mcral princivles to the Ave- 
Gaper. As soon as his son and daushter were old enough te read, 
he subscribed for the child's paper, and to-dav thev are com 
pleting their education in American institutions. This is the

I confess to having for the Avedaper a feeling akin to 

1 ae reverence. It has no inventoried properties, no massive huild- 
ings similar to some other institutions of the Board, and yet 
for 50 years it has heen the Roard'’s University for the Christian 
people of this country. No institution has had a wider and 
more beneficent influence and has don: more to permeate the 
public mind of three generations with the principles of morality 
and evangelistical truth than the Avedaper. The fact too that 
the Congregational churches of America have invested not far 
from a quarter of a million dollars in this weekly periodical 
should not he forgotten. These are a few of the reasons why I 
do not look on the Avedaper as an ordinarv product of the press 
but rather as an institution of Dermanent worth which has heen 
constructed at great cost and with sound wisdom.

frank and businesslike way. The first of these is the financial 
responsibility. 


For some time past I have felt that the financial condition 
of the Publication Department, including of ccurse the Avedaper 
needed thorough overhauling. This ousht to be done before Mr. 
McCallum goes to Canada with his appe.l for funds. In the 
meantime I have given all the time I could spurc ts a siudy of 
the finances of the Department cevering the yeriod beginning 
with 1898 te the prescnt. This has involved the analrsis of 
expenditures aggregating 31,251.72 ps. gold and incsncs azyre- 
gating 32,411.24 ps. guid. The results of this worl:, snown by 
years and also by compurative diagrams, are herewith submitted. 
I will only mention here certain deductions based on these 
figures. They are worth remembering. 


1. Since the beginning of 1898 the number of subscrivtioiis 
for the Avedaper has doubled. 


2. During the same period the income from subscriptions has 
risen from 435.00 liras to an estimated income for 
the current year of 1137--an increase of 700 liras. 


3. Of this increase in income 400 liras has been added 
since the heginning ef 1908, 


4. After aading two-thirds of the Roard's appropriations 
the actual deficit cof the Avedaper has been on an 
average up to 1906, 188 liras a vear. During 1906 
there heing no apprepriation the deficit was 848 liras, 
in 1907 it was 509 liras, in 1908 447 liras and fer 
the current vear the estimate is ahout 300 liras. 


5. During the eleven vears from 1898-1908 stated in round 
figures the Avedaper's income has exceeded that ef 
the Book Department by 650 liras. 


6. If the estimated incoms for 1909 are added the Avedaper's 
income for 12 vears will exceed that of the Book De- 
partment by 1150 liras. 


7. During the 11 years from 1898-1908 the Avedaper has 
spent i200 liras more than the Book Department but 
its income has been larger. 


8. During the 11 vears the Avedaper has expended 2400 liras 
over and abore its income from ail sources(subscrip-=- 
tions and two-thirds appropriations). This gives an 
average annual deficit ef 218 liras. 


9. The expenditures on boeks have been undertaken apparent- 


> 4 _ any regard to sales and an accumulating 
stock. 


There are two main conclusions to be drawn from the above 
facts: 
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1. The Avedaper as a business enterprise has heen making 
steady progress, and promises well for the future. 


2. Stens must be taken at the earliest moment possivle to 
stop an unwarranted deficit extending over many vears and bring 
tne Avedaper within its total incorie which at present is ahout 
1799 liras. If tne wages of combositors had remained at their 
former rate the cost of whe Avedaper would be very nearly within 
this sum, that is the usuel deficit would neva hecn covered by 
the increased income frem subscriptions. Bat under the present 
circumstances it is imvnerative that tne expenses of tne Avedaper 
should be reducec by avout 400 liras. How is this to be accom 
plished? 


1. The Greco-turkisth edition costs us about 200 liras above 
its income. I% is a guestion whether for several vears past 
the Publication Department has been justified in making so. 
great, a sacrifice for the sake of less than 409 subscribers. In 
view of the increased expense fer composition and printing, has 
the time not come to suspend the publication of the Greco-Turk- 
ish edition? Roughly stated, each cony of the Angeliapnorus 
costs us 85 pias. whereas the Aveauper costs us 55 pias. a copy. 


The suspension of the Greco-Turkish edition will save at least 
200 liras. 


2. In order to apply strict husiness methods to every de- 
partment of the Avedaper and secure the highest degree of econ- 
omy the missionary editor should he held responsible to the 
Committees Ad Interim to keep the expenses of the periodicals 
within the incoms derived from the subscriptions and two-thirds 
of the annual appropriations. Such a responsibility can he suc- 
cessfully carried when the Missionary editor determines the 
number of men to be employed, selects the men with reference 
to the qualifications he requires, and is recognized by all as 
the one in control of the staff and the departments. This 
method would not lessen the accountability of the editor to the 
Committee Ad Interim. It would increase it, and moreover would 
give the Ccmmittee an actual control of the financial manage- 
ment of the paper. At present we have no definite method of 
management and tne result is highly unsatisfactory and wasteful. 


If these two suggestions are accepted and followed the ex- 


penses of the periodicals will he and must he brought within the 
prescribed limits. 


Dr. Herrick's Suggestions. ; 


Dr. Herrick suggests that in view of increased expenses 
we publish the Avedaper as a review without news, 26 times a 
year. 


This radicai change in the form of our periodical is sug- 
gested fer the purpose of reducing our publication expenses. 
That this result would follow is taken for granted but there are 
certain facts Which apparently have not been considered. 


—— 
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1. It is the news feature that gives the Avedaper its 
circulation and stability. The person in this country who can 
afford but one paper, and the great majority of our subscribers 
are of this class, values our paper for its educative and 
spiritual worth but naturally regards news as an indispensible 
necessity. If the choice lies between the paper with news and 
the paper without news the average man will take the former. A 
review, no matter how good as such, can be a popular success 
only wnen the financial resources of the people are increased 
and «a higher point of culture has heen reached. One result then 
would be a large decrease in circulation and a consequent reduc- 
tion ef income, while one of the chief ohjects cof the Avedaper, 


namely the broadest possible dissemination of trvith, would te 
defeated. 


2. An estimate of prohbahle expenses shows that the saving 


would be in printing and paper largely and comparatively lit+le 
in salaries for the staff. 


3. The charge fcr a fortnighsly review could not excesc 
25 ps. and probably would nave to he placed at 29 vos. The :1:m- 
wer ef subscribers is problematical, but the highest estinnve 


for the Amamnian and Armeno-Turkish editions I have heen abic 
to secure is 1599. | 


 Thecefore, tO sim up, on the most economical basis possible, 

afte; taxing one-half of the Board's appropriations and adding 

to them the reduced income of the paper, we are almost ceriain 
to have an annual deficit of at least 200 liras. Moreover, the 


hope of making the paper evantually self-supporting would have 
to be ahanadoned.
